Tus revenue collected by the 
Foreign Customs during the last 
quarter of 1901 shows a gain of 
nearly two million taels or forty per 
cent over that coliectel in the same 
quarter of 1900; ‘but it must be 
remembered that 1900 was the year 
of the troubles iv the North, in 
which trade was inevitably seriously 
checked; and during a great part of 
the perind in 1901, import duties 
were collected under the enhanced 
tariff allowed by the Peace Protocol. 
Notwithstanding this, the revenue 
was only a quarter of @ million taels 
or about four per cent larger than in 
1899 which was a record year. Of 





the twenty-nine treaty ports, as will 
be seen in the table which follows, 
there were only four, Wuhu, Ningpo, 
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Santuao, and Pakhoi, at which the 
revenue was not larger in 1901 than 
in 1900; and while the three northern 
ports, Newchwang, Tientsin and Che- 
foo, did a good deal better than in 
1900, they did not recover to the 
level of 1899. ‘Ihe comparative

It will be seen that with the 
exception of opium duty, there was 
an improvement under every head, 
the largest advance being under im: 
port duty, or where the effect cf the 
new tariff was felt. Coast trade duty 
and transit daes also show important 
advances. 

At Shanghai there was a total gain 
of nearly @ million taels, every head 
except export duty showing an 
advance. The tonnage entered and 
cleared during the quarter amounted 
to 1,104 vessels of 1,486,646 tons, 
and 1,100 vessels of 1,475,737 tona, 
respectively, against 964 of 1,231,349 
tons, and 950 of 1,213,574 tons 
respectively, in 1900. “he following

In native sundries there was a 
decline in raw cotton, straw and rush 
hats, sugar, green tea, and brick tea, 
with an improvement in most of the 
other native products brought to 
Shanghai. In exports, that of Shang- 
hai-made cotton yarn fell from 
Pis. 64,040 in 1900 to Pla. 21,274 in 
1901. There was a considerable de- 
cline in raw cotton, straw and rush 
hats, and black and green brick tea; 
and a marked advance in musk, nan- 
keens, wood oil, paper, tribute rice, 
silk, yoat skins and rugs, brown 
sugar, black tea, leaf tobacco, wheat, 
camels’ wool, and sheep's wool. Re- 
exports, of course, showed an almost 
universal advance. Of transit passes, 
3,038 was issued for goods conveyed 
to the interior, and 120 surrendered 
for goods brought from the interior, 
against 3,203 and 125 in 1900 and 
3.611 and 131, respectively, in 1899. 
‘The treasure table shows an importof 
gold to the value of Hk. Tls. 1,665,420 
nd of silver to the value of Tis. 
Tis. 9,152,185, and an export of the 
same metals to the value of Hk. Tis. 
2,869,600 and 11,593,375, respective- 
ly. Writing at this time last year we 
said : “The stagnation in trade caused 
by the troubles in the North led to 
the bonded warehouses being em- 
ployed to a much larger extent than 
ever before, and a really large stock 
of goods of all kinds remained in 
bond on the last day of the century.” 
These goods were nearly all with- 
drawn in 1901, and on the 31st of 
December last the warehouses had 
returned to their normal condition of 
comparative emptiness.

“Narore” of the 9th of January says : 
—The Editor of Nature" hns received a 
list of 172 members of Parliament who 
have notified their approval of the com- 
pulsory adoption of the metric system of 
weights and measures into Great Britain, 
and have promised to give their support 
to any measure brought forward with this 
end in view. It is pointed out that, in 
tho interests of our foreign trade, it is 
most desirable that we should at once 
carry this: reform into effect, as the 
constantly reiterated statements of British 
Consuls prove that much trade is lost, 
because our system of weights and measures 
is not understood in countries where the 
metric system is in force. In Australia, 
Canada, and Cape Colony the change would 
be welcomed ; and secing how easily so 
serious an impediment to commerce can be 
removed, it is hoped that the Government 
will give more attention to the subject in 
the coming session of Parliament than it 
has so far done. 

Wo may add that the Committee ap- 
pointed by the British Association for the 
advancement of scienco, to report ‘upon 
the teaching of olementary mathematios, 
say: “It is generally admitted that we 
schoolmasters have a duty to perform to- 
wards the metrig system ; this is best di 
charged by providing each boy with a 
centimetre scale and giving them exercises 
in verifying geometrical propositions by 
measurement.” The duty meant is that 
of not allowing English boys to remain 
totally ignorant of the metric system. 


We learn from the “Standard” that 
at the 42nd annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of the Chambers of Commerce of the 
United Kingdom, to be held in London 
in the early part of this month the 
subjects that were to be discussed includo | 
every topic of interest to the commercial 
world, and representatives will be present 
from Chambers of Commerce in every district 
of Great Britain and Ireland.—On behalf, 
of the London Chamber a Resolution was to 
be submitted, to the effect that his Majesty's 
Government be urged, in the interests of 
commerce, that, before recognising trans- 
ference of territory by any Power, they 
should insist on the adoption of the policy 
of the “open door,” and should invite the 
co-operation of other States who are 
similarly interested with this country in 
maintaining existing rights. Recognising 
the importance of a trade route to 











the adoption of the following proposition :— 


“That this Chamber is of opinion that the | 
Mandalay-Kunlon Railway should beextend- | 


ed without delay to the frontiers of China, 
and that the project for the construction of 
8 line or lines in connection therewith to 
Yunnan and Szuchuan should receive the 
diplomatic and financial support of his 
jesty’s Government and the Government 
of India; or if any other way of approach 
by rail to the Chinese Provinces named be 
preferred by the British and Indian Govern- 
ments, this Association would ask that a 
similar messure of support should be given 
to the contractors of any suitable railway by 
such route.” The Halifax Chamber were to 
iggest the appointment of a Royal 
Commission to consider the possibility of 
increasing and strengthening the trade 
relations between the different portions of 
the Empire. No fewer than three Cham- 
bers—Leeds, Edinburgh, and Sunderland— 
had placed down Resolutions on the sub- 
ject of Parliamentary procedure, they desir- 
ing some reform which will facilitate the 
dispatch of public business, and thus permit 
of legislation in the interests of commerce. 
Quite a number of postal and telegraphic 
matters were to be dealt with, the suggestions 
being made that telegrams should be cheay 
ened, that underground wires should 
adopted, s0 as to prevent the interruption 
and disorganisation of telegraphic commu- 
nication ; and that additional and improved 
gables should be established between the 
United Kingdom and the Continent. 


Is tho private shipbuilding yards of 
Jopan, tho industry is, says “ Engineer- 
ing,” being fostered by a subsidy of £2 
per gross ton on all ships exceeding 1,000 
tons, with a somewhat less sum for ships 
between 700 and 1,000 tons, and a further 
subsidy of 10s. per indicated horse-power 
of propulsive machinery. Whether from 
patriotic motives or the stimulus of theso 
subsidies, the private shipbuilders are, in- 
deed, bestirring themselves and seeking 
to bring their works, their employés and 
themselves, into line with the best modern 
practice. Dealing first with the Govern- 
ment dockyards, the three principal esta. 
blishments are : One at Yokosuka, in the 
Bay of Tokio; one at Kure, in the Inland 
Sea ; an‘ one at Sasebo, on the wost side 
of the island of Kyushu. They are all 
equipped for repairs rather than for new 
work, and in this respect form rather a 
contrast with private yards. Whatever 
her ambition may be, there is at present no 
sign that Japan is preparing to build her 
own battleships or large eruiisers. Ax enu- 
merated in “Engineering,” there are a 
large number of graving docks. There is 
no doubt that the Japanese gentlemen 
holding the highest positions at these 
Geverninent dockyards would be only too 
glad to be allowed to extend the plant and 
to be entrusted with larger work; they 
have all had European or American ex- 

rienco in the superintendence of 
fapanese warships built abroad, and aro 
Keen observers of advances made else- 
where.

The average time worked is sixty hours a 
week ; Sunday is usually a holiday; when 
work is urgent the Sunday holiday is fore- 
gone, and wages paid the same as for 
other days. In some districts Sunday work 
appears to be the general rule, but in 
them two days a month, determined by 
their local importance, aro observed as 
holidays. At Nagakasi, Baron Iwasaki 
has devised and adopted ‘a method of sup- 
plying his works with suitable apprentices, 
which scems both farsighted and public- 
spirited.

THE MUNICIPAL 


COUNCIL'S REPORT. 
Ty. 
7th March. 

RETURNING to Works matters, we 
find a long correspondence, that 
threatened at one time to become 
acrimonious, between the Council 
and the Gas Co. as to the fine to be 
levied for a dim or defective street 
light. Both parties admit that prac- 
tically the point is of small import- 
ance, but they fought on the question 
of principle." We have already dis- 
cussed the inadequate reasons, as 
they seem to us, for not agreeing to 
the French Council's proposal” to 
culvert the Yangkingpang; but we 
regard this as an improvement that 
is only postponed: its advantages are 
so obvious that it is certain to be 
made before long. ‘The correspond- 
ence on the new: Recreation Ground 
in Hongkew shows that “an area of 
Iand approximating 258 mow bas 
become available for the purpose, 
extending in breadth from the Rifle 
Range to the Woosung Railway line, 
and coniparatively easy of access for 
residents north of the Soochow Creek. 
Its exact distance from the Garden 
Bridge, vid the North Szechuen and 
North Honan Roads, is 2+ miles, or 
one mile farther than the present 
Recreation Ground on the Bubbling 
‘Well Road.” A coloured sketch 
plan of it forms the frontispiece to 
the Council’s Report. Its great 
superiority to the old Recreation 
Ground is that there is no encircling 
race colirse to prevent its being 
planted with trees, and i 
pleasant to read that the district 
surrounding it is well wooded, and a 
line of trees screens the buildings 
of Shanghai from the greater por- 
tion of the land. 

‘The electrical engineer's report is « 
very interesting one and shows that 
the reform of this important depart- 
ment has been taken up energetically 
under the new régime. Mr. Aldridge 

ites very lucidly on the advis- 
ability of the Council supplying from 
their central station whatever power 
may be required for tramways in 
Shanghai, After the reorganisation 
of the lighting department there will 
be room in the Power House for 
machinery to develop 3,000 horse- 
power, which would be more than 
sufficient. for working the coming 
tramways, and “experience has 
proved that a larger return on capital 
outlay is obtained from traction 
undertakings than can be expected 
from those supplying power for light- 
ing purposes only.” Mr. Aldridge 
writes :— 

“It has now become common 
practice to combine lighting and 
power stations in one. In cases 
where originally only the lighting 
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undertaking was under Municipal 
control, the advent of electric tram- 
ways into a town has generally r2- 
suited in extensions being made to 
the lighting station to provide ma- 
chinery for supplying power for 
traction purposes. Innumerable in- 
stances might be quoted of places 
where this has been done; a few im- 
portant ones, such as the following, 
will suffice :—Manchester, Liverpool, 
Glasgow, Halifax, Leeds, etc. In 
these towns the whole of the tram- 
way service is worked by the Muni- 
cipality. ‘This however may not be 
advisable or desired in the Settle- 
ment, but an alternative might be 
worth the consideration of the Coun- 
cil, viz.:—that taking into considet- 
ation the large power house possess- 
ed by the Municipality and that the 
extension scheme, about to be car- 
ried out, will leave so much spare 
ilst at the same time 

making provision for all necessary 
requirements and extensions to the 
lighting plant, it would tend to 
economy if the remaining space were 
utilised for traction machinery 
Mr. Aldridge adds that “a con- 
siderable revenue should annually 
acerne to the Council by a guaran- 
teed sale of electricity from the 
above source, while at the same time 
the cost of producing electricity for 
lighting purposes would be very 
materially reduced. Engineering 
practice all points to the economy 
and consequent cheaper cost of pro- 
duction when electricity is generated 
and suppiied in large quantities.” 
It may be noted that the Brash arc- 
lighting machines, which have done 
such good service since the introduc- 
tion of electric lighting twenty years 
ago, are to be taken out and sold. 
Ie may be added that the working 
account of this department for 1901 
shows a credit balance, without allow- 
ance for depreciation, of ‘lls. 30,714, 
and the escimate for 1902 shows a 
credit balance of Tis. 24,170, after 
allowing ‘I'ls. 20,600 for depreciation. 
‘The last section of the report is 
headed “General,” and it contains 
the contract with the Shanghai 
Mutual Telephone C»., L4., the parti- 
culars of two or three cases decided 
by the Land Commission, corres- 
pondence in reference to the Seamen's 
Church, Postung, and the Chinese 
Building Rules, and some interesting 
remarks on the Cadastral Oifice which, 
owing apparently to the apathy of 
some of the Consular Land Offices, 
has not yet got well to work. A 
reproduction is given of the. new 
seal by which the authenticity of 
Tipaos can be recognised, and there 
are some remarks on the Ying Wan- 
sun ease, as to which the report 
says: “The conviction of Ying Wun- 
sun was of more importance than 
would appear from the hearing of the

‘Tus Shanghai Gas Company held 
its annual meeting yesterday afver- 
noon, and the Chairman was, as usual, 
able to report to the shareholders a 


very satisfactory condition of affairs. 
We need not recapitulate the figures } 


he gave as they will be found in 
another column ; but we wish to draw 
attention to the remarks he made on 
the subject of the proposal made two 
years ago to the Council for the great 
Improvement of the gas lighting 
of the Settlement at a very small 
increase on the present cost What 
the Gas Company then proposed was 
that the 445 ordinary gas lamps in 
our streets, which were supposed to 
give a total light equal to 5,000 
candles, and cost the municipality 
$15,333 a year, should be replaced by 
60-candle power incandescent lamps 
giving a light equal to 26,700 candies, 
at an annual cost of $18,912.50. We 
wrote on the 12th of April, 1900: 
“To get more than five times as 
much light in the gas-lighted streets 
as we are now supposed to get, at an 
increased cost of only Tis. 2,613 a 
year, is a chance which it seems to

have shown extraordinary rashnes 
the Works Committee had accepte! 
the offer without a report. It is to! 
be noted that in Europe gener 
and in many towns in England, in- 
candescent gas lighting has even 
superseded ctectric arc lighting, the 
cost being stated to be much lower 
and the light better diffused. Where 
we have electric lights in our streets 
we would not supersede it by any 
form of gas lighting; but the earliest 
possible steps should be taken to 
supersede, even at a slightly increased 
cost, the 471 ordinary lamps that 
continue to make darkness visible in 
se many of our streets.

tion in the matter.

New Taxation.

“loved the more.” 


The Imperial Post. 

Something of more interest to foroigners 
is the Chinese Imperial post, which is very 
soon to be established right up as far as 
Hovan, a young man from tho local 
office at Wuhu having visited all the 
important cities from Wuhu en route to 
Choukiakou, At first nothing very elabo- 
rate is aimed at, and all the work will be 
done by runners, but it will certainly “come 
asa boon and a blessing to men” to havo 
ir mail matter conveyed to their very 
xs right in the interior by some res- 
ponsible »gency which knows more laws 
than tho caprico of its own will. At first 
local business men living in the cities are 
to be made postmasters, receiving nbout 
40 per cent of stamps sold, while couriers 
will be ran, presumably at Government 
expense, from city to city. Of course 
there is ‘a maximum at which 50 per cont 
will cease, and no local shopkeeper will be 
able to make more than $7.50 per month, 
and at first it certainly will be much less 
than this, 


A Mild Winter. 

Though we had the earliest fall of snow 
that I have seen recorded in your columns, 
away back in October, yet sineo a week or 
80 of cold spell then, we have sesreely had 
any cold at all, the weather being ex- 
ceptionally bright and warm. 


A Protest. 

P, S.—Since writing the above we have 
had’a strike amongst the shopkeopers, so 
that with one consent they of this part of 
the city have all put up their shutters, 
though it should be about the busiest time 
of tho yearfor them, ‘They protest against 
what seems an exorbitant tax on all shops, 
the amount lovied being according to the 
report of the constable or city fathors, 
but not according to any fixed rule.

The Viceroy and the Post Offices. 


The account you gave us some days 
ago of the telegraphed protest of Vice- 
roys Liu and Chang came as a great sur- 
prise. The closing sentenco of your leading 
article which reached us yesterday would 
givo us real joy, if it wore found to be truo 
and the telegram turned out to bo a 








forgery. A Chineso I. P. 0. official who 
has recently returned from K'aiféngfu 
tells me he heard nothing along 
the whole routo to indicate that 
there was any trouble brewing. 
He had started some post offices 
and gained information about other 


places, but nowhere had he found any op- 
position to the establishment of offices, on 
what may be called anti-forcign grounds. 
His journcy was almost wholly through a 
district outside the control of the Yang- 
tze Viceroys, as a few hours in a railway 
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carriago takes the traveller over the 
borders of Hupeh into Honan. It may be 
presumed that people who accept railway 
stations, etc., would not be likely to offer 
any vigorous opposition to tho compara- 
tively innocent post. offices. If the Vico- 
roys really did. protest against these in- 
land postal arrangements, it might be 
well for them to think over this point. If 
foraigners are desirous of taking over 
largo slices of China, which is the moro 
important, the control of tho railways or 
tho control of the post offices ? If it be ro- 
plied that at present the Chinese are not 
able to take over railway matters, the 
report must bo made that Chineso postal 
arrangements stand to foreign postal ar- 
rangements (and in this respect the 
Chinese I. P. 0, may bo regarded as 
“foreign,” i. c., it is worked on foreign 
ines) in'about ‘the same way as Chineso 
road travelling stands to a railway. It 
would bo interesting to get statistics as to 
tho number of letters that aro delivered 
by Chineso post offices (exclusive of tho 
I. P. 0.) in the three cities.

They were admitted to audience with the 
Emperor and especially the Empress Dowa- 
ger. Tho first one was Sir Robert Hart, 
who was admitted to the Imperial 

wesence in a side room of the 

jien-ching-kung, which is known 
as tho Cabinet Audience Hall, where 
the Foreign Ministers are not re 
ceived. The Emperor and Empress Dow- 
ager were sitting behind a table, and Sir 
Robert was conducted in by Prince Ching 
toa position directly in front of the table, 
while Prince Ching stood at one corner 
of the table. Sir Robert made a few re- 
marks, after whicl the Empress began a 
reply which was more of the character of 
conversation, lasting some twenty mi- 
nutes, in which Sir Robert. was allowed to 
take a part. The Empress Dowager re- 
ferred to a document prepared by Sir Ro- 
bert in the ‘sixties on certain reforms, and 
which Prince Kung at the time had pre- 
sented to her. She said it would have been 
better for China if his ideas had been car- 
ried into practice at that time. She ex- 
pressed the determination now to enter 
on such changes as are necessary and ad- 
visable, while changes which are not do- 
sirable will not be made. She refused to 
lot Sir Robert think of leaving, but_em- 
Phasised the importance of his remaining 

luring the present juncture. 

Sir Robert Hart 


is thus the first forcigner outside the Lega- 
tion staff to bo admitted to audience. Ho 
was roccived really as a foreigner rather 
than a high Chinese mandarin, as he was 
not required to knecl but permitted to 
stand. It was fitting that the first one to 
be thus honoured should be Sir Robert 
Hart, as he stands out supreme for sc 
ces rendered to China and especially the 
Central Government. 

Next to be Received 

were the two Bishops of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church in Peking, Mgr. Favier and 
Mgr. Jarlin, his Coadjutor. They were 
received together, and made a few 
romarks, to which the Empress Dowager 
responded. She expressed her regrets for 
the attack wh made in 1900 on tho 
Catholic Cath al, the Pei-tang. and de- 
clared that she was powerless to 
expressed the desire for rermaneni 
real peace in the propagation of the Chris- 
tian Church, and her willingness to make 
no discrimination between converts and 
others, but all were her people.

The Ladies’ Audience. 


Yesterday occurred the second audience 
with the Empress Dowager of the official 
forcign ladies from the Legations and the 
military guards. The reception. was less 
formal than the previous one. It was given 
for New Year's greetings. It took place 
in the palace set apart for the Empress- 
Dowager, in the north section of the For- 
bidden City. There was the usual number 
of princesses and duchesses, polished ma- 
trons and fair maidens, all of whom, being 
with unbound feet, could move about with 
the case of the European ladies. The 
Emperor was present as the sil 
rer”—silent not because it is improper 
for a man to talk in the presence of Man- 
chu ladies, but because he is the Emperor 
Kuang, Hsii, supposed to say nothing. 

Refreshments were provided in one room 
for the foreign ladies, and in another for 
the forcign interpreters. The Kmperor, 
though a man, was in the room with the 
Empress-Dowazer and her guests. 

As an innovation there was present a 
young Manchu lady who has been in the 
Chinese Legation at Berlin, and was able 
to act as interpreter in German, and to a 
slight degree in En; This is a most 
encouraging sign and will tend to put the 
stamp of respectability on the education 
of Chinese and Manchti girls. 

As another innovation the Empross- 
Dowager has been picking up a few tnglish 
phrases and tried their effect on her 
guests: “Hao tu yin,’ “Ha-p'i niu yi- 
erh,” © Té-rin-k6 ti.” 

The Emperor was given less chance to 
try his English, learned a fow years ago. 
The Empross-Dowager received uo _pre- 
sents, as was expected by some. Neither 
did she bestow on her guests sumptuous 
gifts, She contented herself by giving 
$100 (Mexicans) to each child who came 
in the company of visitors. 

‘The largest number of any one country 
was American. There were five ladies and 
one child. As it was, two other American 
Jadies, one the wife of an army officer. and 
hoth extremely popular “in society 
were excluded. “They were the only ladies 
in cither Legations or the military to be 
thus excluded. We do not know who was 
responsible for this negligence, but know 
that. it was not the Empress-Dowager or 
her officials. 


Court News. 

We hear that the Court in going to the 
Eastern Tombs, when the Empress 
Dowager, who for many years has 
been having built a largo mau- 
soloum, is to travel by rail to 
Twngchou. It is also being considered 
whether it is possible to extend the rail- 
way as far as the Eastern Tombs. That 
branch has been built thus far by the 
British. 

The Empress-Dowager is having, as she 
had a few years ago, quite a “craze” for 
things foreign. Social amenities 
amusements are quite to her liking. 

It is reported that she will hold a 
monthly levée for the forcign ladies, but.

Educational Work. 
The official Industrial School, under 
Ch’en Pi himself, has been started by first 
yurchasing a building at a cost of ‘somo 
,000 taels, and by placing overal officials 
in charge. Industrial work has not yet 
been begun. 

Schools for foreign languages and learn- 
ing aro being reopened after the new year 
festivities, and several are being opened 
for tho first time. They all are being ru 
“on the cheap,” and are content with any 
one who professes to know Western sci- 
ence. They are all remarkable for elabo- 
rate regulations. I think there aro many 
who have noticed that the literary Chinese 
are always keen on drawing up lengthy 
regulations, and are never satisfied with 
merely a few simple rules. Even a small 
boys’ school, as managed by Hanlins, must 
have enough regulations to weigh down an 
ordinary German university. The mai 
thing with them is a “System of Regula- 
tions” rather than a first-class instruc- 
tor. 

Tho Chancellor of the Imperial Univer- 
sity, Chang Pei-hsi, has already enlarged 
the ‘sito at present. utilised, by taking in 
the property adjoining at his own price, 
or rather according to the reckoning of 
his deputies. 


Preparations for the Imperial 
Journey. 

Tho Provincial Treasurer, Chou Fu, 
has been here to have an audience, and to 
receive instructions concerning the pre- 
parations he is to make for the Imperial 
journey to the Kastern ‘Tombs. 


Honours for Missionaries.

We have not yet learnea 
what missionaries have been “seconded 
for recognition,” but. the list. cannot. be a 
small one, as ‘nearly every Protestant 
missionary had something to do in the 
matters of the last year. The two 
Catholic Bishops in Poking. one of whom 
has 2 seaond button and the other a th 
will be advanced one grade. 


Accommodation for the Foreign 
Garrison. 

Tho Russian Legation is at last on:

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Hongkong, Ist March.

it may not arrive. Many streams have 
ried up, and on the maiiland some of the 
rivers have fallen so low that communica- 
tion by boat is no longer possible, Even 
now there is a yood deal of inconvenience 
felt and expense caused by the water not 
reaching some parts of the town owing to 
nt of pressure, and water has to be 
ied in buckets from boats.

tho great Sanitary engineer may suggest

suitable for a city like this, Even if we 
so increase our Water storage as to catch 
all the principal streams, we shall not 
have much margin for increase of the 
population, and this increase is bound to 
go on, unless indeed the maintenance of 
the present. system of drains finally 
ronders it uninhabitable, and oven money- 
grabbers shun it on account of pestilences. 


The Legislative Council 

met on tho 27th ult., when a yood deal of 
useful business was put through and some 
interesting statements were made. The 
Direetor of Publie Works made a state- 
ment about the projected works and in- 
creaso of the water storage. This showed 
that the storage at Tytam and Wongnei- 
chong will, when the additional works are 
constructed, be 100,000,000 gallons, while 
the new scheme for Kowloon will provide 
for a yield of 1,575,000 eallons per day 
When completed there will he supply on 
the island for a population of 266,000 and 
at Kowloon for 157,000 persons. ‘This is 
good, but it does not provide for what the 
population will be, say twenty years hence, 
when the Kowloon peninsula will  pro- 
bably contain a quarter of a million 
people. 


The Medical Staff Inquiry. 

‘The Committee to be appointed by the 
Governor to inquire into the adequacy of 
tho staff of the medical department have 
handed in thoir report, which has been 
published.

Parliament.—The Censure War 


Debate. 
Lord. Rosebery’s position has been con- 
siderably strengthened by the debate on 
the Address, Whoever framed the amend- 
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ment on the subject of the war, Sir Henry 
Campbell Bannerman must be held rex 
ponsible for it, even though the task of 
moving it was entrusted to an obscure 
member of his party named Cawley, and it 
was a sad fiasco. If it was framed to catch 
the votes of all sections of the Opposition 
it failed lamentably as it was bound to de. 
‘The Irish Nationalists obviously could not 
he expected to vote for a motion which 
declared that the House was “prepared to. 
support proper measures for the effective 
prosecution of the war in South Africa: 
and the Welsh and English Pro-Boers, with 
Mr. Lloyd George at their head, scorned 
the idea that they might by quibbling over 
the word “proper” reconcile it to their 
consciences to support it. Indeed Mr. 
Lloyd George delivered so bitter an attack 
on the Liberal leader that Sir Henry must 
feel that he has received very little sra- 
titude for haying fallen over into the Pro- 
Boer ditch. ‘The rest of the resolutions had 
Leen carefully worded so as to catch the 
votes of the Inwperialist Liberals. It simply 
declared that “the course pursued by 
‘Ministers, and their attitude with regard to 
n settlement, have not conduced ‘to the 
early termination of the war and the 
establishment of a durable peace.” Re- 
garded as a statement of fact that is a 
proposition to which a good many Union- 
ist members would readily assent. Even 
the members of the Government cannot 
claim that their action has conduced to 
“an early termination of the war.” But 
the meaning of a vague resolution of that 
surt necessarily depends on the speeches by 
which it is supported, and the Liberal 
Imperialists, therefore, wisely declined to 
nledge themselves in advance to support it. 
In theend most of them did go into the 
Jobby with Sir Henry Campbell Banner- 
aman; but Sir Edward Grey and a few 
others declined to vote, while Mr. Asquith 
was, perhaps conveniently, ill. And the 
reason assigned by Sir Edward Grey and 
‘those who acted with him is understood to 
have been Mr. Chamberlain’s speech. 


Mr. Chamberlain on the Peace. 

Tt was a great speech, and a con 
speech which Mr. Chamberlain delivered. 

‘here was some hard-hitting in it but it 
was not acrimonious, And in regard to 
the terms of peace and the settlement 
which should follow, there was very little 
to which any Liberal except « pronounced 
Pro-Boer could take exception.

Now the House is engaged in debating 
an Trish amendment to the address; but no- 
body takes much interest in it. It con- 
demns the Government for not compelling 
the Irish landlords to sell their estates at 
Jow prices to the tenants, for the reinforce- 
ment of the Coercion Act, and for numer- 
ous other sins of omission and commission 
in Ireland. But although two or three 
Trish M.P."s have succeeded in getting into 
prison, and one or two Irish cities have 
exacted pledges from their new mayors that 
they will not attend the Coronation, there 
is no fear of any great disturbances in 
Treland. ‘The country is too prosperous 
just now for that. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that Ireland will be to the fore 
throughout this Parliament. Until the 
new rules of procedure are carried every 
effort at obstruction will be made; and 
probably the new rules will not be carried 
until the Session is pretty near its end. 


Dr. Krause. 


‘The sentence of two years’ imprisonment 
pased on Dr. Krause’ is the utmost that 
could be passed after the Lord Chief Justice’s 
decision in his favour on the point 
of Jaw raised by his counsel, Mr, Rufus 
Isaacs, _Krause's letter to Brockma, inciting 
him to the murder of Mr. Forster, never 
reached its destination for the reason that 
while it was on its way Brockma was him- 
self executed for treachery. Consequently, 
it was argued, the offence of incitement to 
murder was never committed. ‘The Lord 
Chief Justice astented, and his decision is in 
accordance with connnon sense as well as 
with law. But although there was no 
incitement there was an attempt to incite, 
and for this the extreme penalty is two 
yeary imprisonment. ‘That is an anomaly 
which runs through the whole of our 
criminal Jaw, and, indeed, through the 
criminal law’ of most nations. AS Lord 
AAlverstone pointed out, Krause’s moral guilt 
is absolutely as great as if his attempt had 
succeeded, and yet the punishment is noth- 
ing like so severe. ‘The Jaw wasreally much 
more logical when an attempt to murder 
‘could be punished as severely as au actual 
Probably few people are aware 
late as 18 mau was hanged for 
attempted murder; and the culprit certainly 
deserved his fate quite as much as if his 
vietim had not recovered from the terrible 
wounds inflietol on him.

such brilliant promise. It is true that he

Another link with the early years of 
the nineteenth century has passed away 
in the person of Lady Sophia Cecil, 
who is positively the last survivor of 
the famous Waterloo Ball. Of late years 
it has been claimed for rather too many of 
the titled ladies that they were 
Present at that tall; but of Lady Sophy's 
claim there can be no question. Tt is true 
she was only six years old at the time, but 
she was certainly with her parents—the 
host and hostess at that ball—at Brussels in 
1815; aud one may trust her recollection of 
creeping downstairs after she bad been sent 
to bed to see the guests assemble.

He has withdrawn the procla~ 
mation by which in fifteen years’ time 
English was to become the official language 
of Malta, and he has withdrawn it in a 
spcech so full of compliments to Ttaly tat 
throughout the whole of that, country our 
Colonial Secretary has become quite a 
popular character. Tndeed the * Westmin- 
ster Gazette ” ghaifingly suggests that Mr. 
Chamberlain must, on his own showing, 
have betrayed his country’s interests 
since, in his famous speech to tho Birming- 
ham jewellers he declared that no British 
Minister who served his country faithfully 
was ever popular on the Continent. Tt

The Third Napoleon. 


M. Stefano Pol's book, “Tho Youth of 
Napoleon If,” just published in Paris, is 
an interesting contribution to our know- 
ledge of one of the most remarkable per- 
sonages of modern times. The book con- 
sists chiefly of the correspondence of one 
Philippe Lo Bas, who was Louis Napole 
on’s tutor from 1820 to 1827—a period of 
which other biographers have had very lit- 








te to say. Lo Thas's letters show us the fu- 
nperor “in the’ egy” ax the Frenel 


ture 





When Le Bas, a struggling Govern- 
nient. clerk, took him in hand, the prince 
was twelve years old. His mother, Queen 
Hortense (danyhter of the divorced Em- 
press ine and wife of Louis Napo- 
loon, the ex-king of Holland and brother 
of tlie great Eanperor), was living in exile 
at Avenenberg in Switzerland. Her efforts 
on ambitions in her younger son's 
\d failed, and his education was in 
a very neglected state, Le Bas found that 
on most subjects he knew absolutely 
nothing. His only strong point was a 
protiounced dislike for lessons. It took 
him half-an-hour to define a verb. Ho was 
delicate, nervous, and averse to mental 
nd physical exertion, but good-hearted 
and tractable. Five months later Le Bas 
reports him as having overcome his aver- 
sion to work, and from this time forward 
he did well,” though his education was 
nover properly completed. His daily rou- 
tine as laid down by his tutor is interest- 
ing as a specimen of the course of studies 
thought necessary for a young prince 
three-quarters of a century ago. He rose 
at six in summer and half-past six in wine 
ter and worked until 8.30 (learning passa- 
ges by heart and reading aloud). Half-an- 












































hour was allowed for breakfast; transla- 
tion (Latin) from 9 till 10; mathe 
matics, grammar, and spelling until 
noon: after dinner, a walk until 


two o'clock ; exercises and grammar until 
3.30; interval for refreshments; 4 to 5, 
German preparation; 5 to 6, copying the 
day's lessons ; 6 to 7, German again ; ‘sup- 
per, and to bed at 9. On Sundays and 
Folidays the young prince spent the morn- 
ing in going through the work of the last 
fow days and in “reading of a useful and 
instructive character.” Le Bas does no

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Exiled Royalties. 

The letters give many glimpses of the 
ambitious Queen Hortense, now wander- 
ing over the Swiss pastures in search of a 
four-leaved clover—which was to be the 
eign of a speedy return to Frince—now 
consulting a black somnambulist, now la- 
menting that her son was too docile and 
doing her best to put notions of military 
glory into his head, and finally dismissing 
his faithful tutor at three weeks’ notice 
in a foreign country. We read of the ex- 
King Louis paying his son's former tutor, 
Vieillard, the magnificent salary of £5 a 
month and making up the balance in com- 
pliments, and hageling with an unfortun- 
ate choolmaster who had given up his 
pupils for the honour of copying and class- 
ifying his Majesty's papers. After offering 
70 crowns in vain, the King sent an 
emissary with 100 crowns and an intima: 
tion that he was hard up, whereupon, hi 
creditor writes, “I gave my receipt. for 
100 crowns in’ payment for ten months 
work and prayed that Heaven might have 
his Majesty in its holy keeping.

Another remarkable character encoun- 
tered by Le Bas was Cardinal Mezzofan- 

tho famous linguist, who was said to 

have forty-two languages at his command. 
“He did the honours,’ writes Le Bas, 
“when we visited the library (at Bolog- 
na). The Duchess (Queen Hortense was 
known as the Duchesse de Saint-Lieu) 
spoke to him in French and the 
members of her suite in English, 
German, Portuguese, Greek and Latin; 
and he replied ‘in all with cor- 
rectness and purity. I am told 
that he was once dining with an Austrian 
general during the last war and carried 
‘on conversation with German, Hungarian, 
Croatian, Bohemian, Dalmatian, Polish 
and Russian officers in their own tongues ; 
and yet he has never been out of Bologna. 
But I fear that. memory bas absorbed all 
the other faculties of this remarkable man 
and that although he knows so many lan- 
guages all the benefit he derives from them 
is that of being able to speak them. No 
‘ono could be hetter qualified, one would 
think, to give us learned disquisitions on 
the origin and history of languages and 
their relation to ono another, but he has 
written nothing. I afterwards heard him 
deliver a very poor speech.” 

After being turned adrift by 
Hortense, Le Bas became a 
professor and rose to high rank. A strong 
Republican, he could not forgive his form- 
er pupil for the coup d'état, and, except 
Af an oficial ceremony in 1868, never sar 

he Emperor after he ascended the throne. 
‘Lo Bas died in 1860. 


The Widow of Chiselhurst. 

The ex-Empress Eugénie, who has just 
paid her usual visit to Paris on her way 
eouth to Cape Martin, seems to be grow- 
ing younger rather than older.

daughter of the President. The ollicial 
representatives of this country will be 
Whitelaw Reid, former Minister fo France. 
once candidate for Vice-President, and 
editor of the “ New York Tribune” ; Capt. 
Charles E. Clark, who, as commander of 
the Oregon, rushed that battleship from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic during the 
Spanish war and had_a most creditable 
share in the battle off Santiago; and Gen. 
James H. Wilson. a veteran of both Civil 
and Spanish wars, and for a time military 
gevernor of Porto Rico. 


Miss Alice Roosevelt. 

It is current gossip that Miss Alice

‘The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House is the one from whose initiative a 
yorenue bill naturally comes, and this com- 
mittee is divided sharply on the sugar 
question, with the chairman and its most 
experienced members strongly against con~ 
cession to Cuba in the matter. Besides 
this, the Speaker of the House is throw- 
ing ‘his powerful influence in tho scale 
against Cuba. On the other hand Presi~ 
dent Roosevelt feels keenly that this coun 
try should do something for its island 
ward, and believes that a reduction of the 
sugar duty in its favour should, in all ju 
tice, be conceded. Within the past few. 
days the lines have been drawn very 
sharply. It is probably true that the 
President has with him on the question tho 
majority of the Republican party in both 
House and Senate, and the trouble will 
probably be more ‘to wrevent an open 
break in the party than to secure actually 
the passage of the desired measure, 


The Repeal of the War Taxes. 
‘A bill is now before Congress for the re- 
peal of the so-called war taxes, whose im- 
sition was the result of the Spanish war. 
t is proposed to do away with all the 
taxes thus levied., beginning on Ist of July 
this year, with tho exception of that on 
tea, which is to end with the Ist January, 
1903. The exception is made in order to 
give opportunity to merchants who havo 
a stock of tea on hand to dispose of it 
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Discharges from the Urinary O: 
Gravel and P..ivs in the back. Free 
Mercury. Established 
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before that time. Since the Treasury pro- 
dlems of the present aro the result of too 
much money instead of too little, there 
is little doubt of the passage of the 
measure. It will effect an annual redue- 
tion in the revenue of $77,000,000. 


Carnegie’s New University. 

Andrew Carnegie’s git. of $10,000,000 
for the establishment of a University is 
now an established fact. ‘Tho suggested 
impropriety of the Government’s accept- 
ing a gift in the form of bonds of a cor- 
poration has been avoided by making the 
donation to a board of trustees, 
whose membership includes, ex officio, 
tho President of the ~—_ United 
States, the _ President. of __ the 
Senate, and the Speaker of the House. 
‘The remaining twenty-two trustees are 
made up of men from all sections of the 
country, but men who are eminent in 
public” affairs or educational matters, 
though very few are technically connected 
with institittions of learning. 


The Deed of Trust. 


‘The purpose and scope of the new Uni- 
versity are unique ; indeed so unique that 
it is Worth while quoting a few paragraphs 
from the deed of trust. It reads : 

“ Among its aims are thes 
First—To promote original research, 
g great attention thereto as one of 
the most important of all departments. 

“Second—To discover the exceptional 
man in every department of study when- 
ever and wherever found, inside “or out- 
side of schools, and enable him to make 
the work for which he seems specially de- 
signed his life work. 

“ Third—To inerease facilities for high- 
er education. 

“Fourth—To ineroase the efficiency of 
the universities and other institutions of 
learning throughout the country, by uti- 
ising and adding to their existing facili- 
tics, and aiding teachers in the various in- 
stitutions for experimental and other work 
in these institutions as far as advisable. 

“ Pifth—To enable such students as may 
find Washington the best point for their 
special studies, to enjoy the advantages of 
the museums, libraries, laboratories, ob- 
servatory, meteorological, piscicultural 
and forestry schools, and kindred institu 
tions of the several departments of the 
Government. 

“Sixth—To ensure the prompt public: 
tion and dist n of the results of set 
entific investigation, a field considered 
highly important.” 

The Liberality of Millionaries, 

A New York man who has kept account, 
of the published gifts made by Americans 
for American institutions in the last year, 
figures out that in 1901 a total of $107, 
360,000 was given for educational, phil- 
anthropic, or other public purposes. Car- 
negie heads the list with $31,000,000 to 
his credit, but close behind him comes Mrs. 
Leland Stanford of California, who, in 
her gift of $30,400,000 for the endowment 
of Leland Stanford, Jr., University, car- 
ried out a.long-cherished plan.

It is proposed by Mr. H.R. Kinnear and 
seconded by Mr. $A. Hardoon. 

Mr. Krxsear :—Ladies and Gentlemen, 
when the Chairman of the Council 
addressed you a year ago at 
tho annual” meeting, “Shanghai was 
emerging from a period of do- 
Pression consequent on the events 
which took place in North China during 
the previous summér. In referring to the 
financial position, he was only able to say 
that he trusted the result would be con 
sidered fairly satisfactory, considering the 

isturbances which had occurred during 
the last six months of the year. My posi 
tion to-day is a happier one. The esti- 
mated revenue for 1901 hay been largely 
exceeded, and this excess is shown not in 
one department of taxation only, but: in 
all. This points to a general advance ‘n 
prosperity and justifies us, I think, in 
looking forward ‘to a steady and regular 
growth in the prosperity of the Settle- 
ment. Before commenting on the ac- 
counts, I will, as usual, refer briefly to 
those matters of interest which have af- 
fected our Municipal life during the year, 
and in doing so I do not think I can do 
better than follow the example of my pre- 
decessor and take them as they occur in 
j the annual report. 


VOLUNTEERS. 
| In referring to the Volunteer Coi 

Jast year, the Chairman alluded to the 
suitability. of its heading the list, owing 
to the fact of its having been in a state 
of mobilisation, if I may use the word. 
Fortunately, the year 1901 has been ono 
of peace, but in spite of this the Volun- 
teers of Shanghai have recognised the 
necessity of keeping themselves in a stato 
of efficiency, and I do not doubt that the 
Inspecting Officer's report this year will be 
as favourable as the last. So much was 
done during 1900 in tho way of re-arma- 
ment and stich like that there was little 
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Ieft. to do in that way ole corp 
with the exception of the German Com 
any, have, however, now been clothed in 
Giaki serge, a step which tends to make 
them a more workmanlike body. The 
organisation and training of the Naval 
Company not having warranted its con- 
tinuation as a separate unit, it was dis- 
panded at. its own request, and most of 
the members have joined ‘the Artillery, 
so that their services are not lost to the

POLICE. 

Early in the year Captain 

Boisragon took command of the 

Police, and in speaking of him 

at the Jast Aunual Meeting the Chair- 





gan said that he considered that Shang- 
hai was fortunate in obtaining his services, 
\ year’s experience enables me to confirm 
that remark and say with confidence that 
Captain Boisragon has proved a highly 
efficient Captain-Superintendent, and that 
the force under his command is a credit 








to the Settlement. (ear, hear.) 
It is with much regret “I bave 
ta refer to the death of Chief- 


Inspector Howard, an old and valued ser- 
vant of the Municipality, who on more 
than one occasion has been temporarily at 
the head of the Police. Me was perman- 
ently invalided in October last, but he 
gradually became worse and died on the 
sth of January. The training of a por- 
tion of the roreign Constables in Chinese 
has not yet proved as satisfactory 

iginally expected, but with a change 
the system it is hoped better results may 
he attained. All branches of the Force 
have done good work, but as it has heen 
principally of the usual routine order, it is 
difficult. to select anything for special x¢- 
mark. Before leaving this subject I skoula 
like to bear testimony to the excellent re- 
lntions which have existed pecween the 
Municipal Police and the International 
Provost Guard, and to the exemplary be- 
haviour of our foreign garrison—Eurovean, 
Indian and Japanese. I need say nothing 
with regard to the Gaol, ax I shall have 
occasion to refer to it when proposing 
the estimates for the current year. 


























PUBLIC HEALTH. 

And now I come to one of the most im- 
ortant subjects with which the Council 
fas to deal in this Settlement. T mean 
the Public Health. The Council is some- 
times accused of, I will not say inatten- 
tion, but want of zeal in this work, but I 
hardly think this charge is justified. In 
Dr. Stanley we havo a most compet- 
ent officer, and no reasonable recommien- 
dation of his has a deaf car turned to it. 
This question of public sanitation is a 
difficult one in all large towns, and it 
must. be especially so in a city like this, 
whose government is so peculiar. During 
the latter part of last and the early part 
of the present year, there has been a 
severe outbreak of Scarlet Fever. and the 
rovisions for its treatment, until our new 
isolation Hospital is completed, are un- 
fortunately inadequate, but. steps have 
heen taken to provide temporary accom- 
modation for patients. The "Victoria 
Nursing Home, which has now been work- 
ing for a year, may, I think, be pro- 
nounced a complete success as regards its 
general working and the treatment the 
patients receive. As to the financial re- 
sults, they are, much better than was at 
one time expected, the result of the work- 
ing only being a deficit of Tis. 3,700 for the 
year. In view of the amount of good done 
iy this Institution, I think this must be 
considered satisfactory. In conclusion, I 
may say that shortly 1 hope the Health 
Department will have a Home more 
worthy of its importance than its present 

one. : 

THE PUBLIC BAND. 

The Public Band, under its new Band- 
master, continues to give satisfaction, I 
think, in its performanees, and I believe

‘THE FIRE BRIGADE. 

The work of the Fire Brigade continues 
to increase, as must necessarily be the 
case in a growing town, and is carried out 
in the same eminently satisfactory man- 
ner that has always characterised our V 
lunteer Firemen. During the year a steam 
Fire Float arrived from home, and within 
the past ten days the new Central Station 
was handed over to the Fire Commission. 
With these new weapons of defence, we 
may expect to see, if possible, even better 
results than formerly. 

WORKS. 

I will leave matters connected with fin- 
ance until I come to explain the Finan- 
cial Statement itself, and will now proceed 
to deal with the Works Department. The 
roads of the Settlement have, as usual, 
had our care, and extensions and widen 
ings have been going on steadily, resulting 
in many improvements, especially in the 
Central District, where the necessity for 














inereased facilities for trafic is 
perhaps more urgent than elsewhere. 
The other districts, however, have 


not been neglected, and in the Western 
District a commencement has been made 
in the purchase of land to connect the ex- 
isting roads. This policy will be con- 
tinued during the current year, if you vote 
the funds asked for under the special re- 
solution for this purpose. It has not been 
possible during the year to complete a 
road to the Hills. We have, however, 
Bought and made up a road, which I think 
will to a large extent take its place. . ‘This 
road follows the first five miles of the 
road to the Hills. crosses to the Soochow 
Creek, following the Rubicon Creek, and 
then returns East until it joins the Jess 
field Road, near Robison’s corner. Per- 
sonally, I am inclined to think this will 
prove a more useful road to the Com- 
munity than the proposed road to the 
Hills.” In speaking last year on the sub- 
ject of Works matters, the Chairman al- 
Juded to the necessity for more open 
space for playgrounds. both for old and 
young, and stiggested that the neighbour- 
hood of Li Hongkew would be a suitable 
place to acquire land. Well, ladies and 
ntlemen, we have not been able to quite 
rry out this idea, but we have secured 
250 ‘mow, of land near the present Rifle 
Butts for a Recreation Ground. Or, 
rather, I should say that it is largely due 
to the exertions of the Recreation Fund 
Committee that this laudable project 
has been carried to a successful conclusion. 
And when I come to ask your sanction tor 
the necessary expenditure, I feel sure it 
will be ungrudgingly accorded. OF course, 
we do not intend to spend much money in 
this scheme for the present, beyond th 
mecessary outlay for the land.” At the 
same tine, I feel pretty confident th 
will not be many years before the 
of the Community will call for such 
Giture. Ons improvement which wa 

ided for in last year's Budget for the 
Public Garden hax not been qnite com- 
pleted. as it was not considered ad 
ele to proceed with the erection of the 
now hothouse until the new concrete bund 
ing was finished.

« Regulation: have come mto force dur- 
ing the sear and are working sat 
torily, and it is hoped that the Rules for 
Foreign Buildings, which are now being 
finally revised. will shortly be passed.

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Beyond calling attention to the full report 
on the Electric Light Department by the 
Electrical Engineer, I need say nothing, as 
Ishall have to deal with this subject when 
proposing Resolution VII. 

THE CHINESE PUBLIC SCHOOL. 

‘The same remark applies to the proposed 
Chinese Public School, which also is dealt 
with in my remarks on the Budget. 

T now come to the Financial Statement, 
and in referring to it, I will use round 
numbers. The result is, I think, satis- 
factory, as the ordi revenue which was 
estimated at Tis. 1,008,750, came to Ts, 
1,097,700, thus showing the substantial 
increase of Tis. 94,000. As already pointed 
out. this increase is more or less evenly 
distributed over all sources of taxation. 
Land tax shows an increase of Tis. 5,700; 
Foreign House Tax shows an increase of Tis. 
11,200; while Native House Tax is larger 
by Tis. 22,400. Dues on merchandise give 
the very large amount of Tls.30,000 over last 
year—a good omen for the trade of the 
port—while Licenses and Market Fees 
contribute the sum of Tis. 24,000 to the 
genefal excess over the figures of the 
Estimates. 

OXDINARY EXPENDITUR 

‘The expenditure on the Police is Tis, 
213,000, against an estimate of Tis. 280,200, 
a reduction which is due to the Force being 
under its authorised strength, especially as 
regards foreign constables. ‘The difficulty in 
recruiting in England has been greater 
than usual, no doubt due to the continuance 
ofthe War in South Africa. The actual 
expenditure on the Health Department was 
Tis. 44,800, as compared with the estimate 
of Tis. 56,000. This decrease is chiefly due 
toan increase of Tls. 5,000 on the amount. 
ue, bills of health, ete., and 
saving of Tis. 4,000 in wages for the Sani- 
tary branch, and of Tis. 3,000 on the expense 
of maintaining the Victoria Nursing Home. 
The Engineer's Department cost Tis. 395 
100, as against Tis. 400,000 estimated, and 
this small difference hardly calls for ex 
planation 
The expenditure on this department in 
1900 was Tis. 377,000. The amount ex- 
pended on the Secretariat is ‘ls. 54,800, 
which is only a few hundred taels above 
the estimate, and the same remark applies 
to General Charges. The sum spent on the 
Fire Department is, curiously enough, ex- 

ctly the same as that of the estimate. 

‘he enses of the Volunteers were 
estimated at Tis. 24,000, but these have 
sanounted to Tis. 10,000 more than that 
sum. ‘The increase is spread over the follow- 
ing items: pay, uniforms, printing, main. 
tainance of range and ammunition, one-half 
the amount being due to the changing of 
the uniforms to khaki serge, These latter 
will not be a recurring charge. The inerease 
of Tis. 1,100 in the cost of the Public Band 
is principally due to the extra cost of pass. 
ages of the Bandmaster and Bandsmen, 
entailed by the enlistment of recruits, pass: 
ages, and increased pay. The Educational 
‘rants amount to Tis. 3,000 lessthan estimat- 

ed, as the grant for the new Chinese School 
he raving of 
‘Tis. 4,000 on stocks and stores is the result 
of increased sales and profits in drain-pipes 
and other concrete ware. The ordinary 
expenditure closes with a balance of 
59,000 to the credit, which is 
transferred to the extraordinary account, 
EXTRAORDINARY RE 

Of the Tis. 270,000 authorised to be raised 
by debentures under Resolution V of 1901, 
only Tis. 200,000 have been issued, To this 
must be added the Tis. 4,000 borrowed 
from the Recreation Fund Trustees, and the 
surplus of ordinary revenue, amounting to 
‘Tis. 159,000. This account closes with a 
credit balance of Tis. 28,000, carried forward 
to the Extraordinary Budget of 1902.

‘THE Gaor. 
appropriation may apperr large, 
but, as pointed out in the report, the 
existing staff And appointments ‘are sutti- 
cient to surpervise and control a. nuch 
Targer number of prisoners, although prae- 
tical experience has shown that even with 
their present small numbers it is not wise to 
underman that staff. During the Council's 
tenaney of the British Consular Gaol, and 
‘until the completion of the new Municipal 
Gaol next year, lack of space and want of 
certain sanitary facilities necessarily compel 
the Council to leave in the Mixed Court 
authorities’ hands, or confine in the polic 
cells, 2 considerable number of prisone 
who should properly undergo sentence in 
the ‘Municipal Gol. “At the latter, owing to 
beri-beri outbreaks, it hasbeen found neces- 
sary toreduce the number of prisoners from 
26 to 84, but the average number for which 
avcommotation will be required, when 
circumstances permit, will not he less than 
300. Tt has been thought advisable to 
arrange fora larger number of prisoners, 
who, it is to be feared, will increase with 
the development of the Settlement. 


‘TIE HEALTH DEPARTMEST. 
A slight decrease is shown in the 
| proposed expenditure for this Depart- 
ment, due to the enhanced amount 

d’ by the nightsoil contractor. In 
fe of the engagement of two ad- 
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ditional nurses, the estimate for the 
Victoria ¢ Home remains practi- 
cally the same as last year, ‘Tls.

‘THE ENGINEER'S DEPARTMENT. 

The estimates for this Department 
amount to. Tis. 480,969, or nearly 1 
31,000 in excess of last’ year; but suc 
increase must be expected ‘each year 
with the much larger area now to be 
dealt with, 

Under the other heads of expenditure, 
the items aro so near those of last year that 
they call for no comment. Any-one taking 
an interest in the details will find then 
fully stated in the Budget attached to the 
Annual Report. 

EXTRAORDINARY BUDGET. 

‘The Council recommends the issue during 
the year of Tis. 300,000 debentures, and 
this’ sum, together with the surplus from

will make an amount of Tls. 384, 
able for extraordinary expenditure.

NEW ROADS. 

In moving the foregoing resolution, it 
may be well to place before you the rea~ 
sons which have led the Council to make 
this matter the subject of a special resolu- 
tion. It has been the experience of the 
Council for many years:past that the pur- 
chase of road Jand within the settlement 
becomes yearly a greater burden upon our 
finances, and it is wit a view to prevent- 
ing such a state of affairs in the future 
that should the Ratepayers approve, 
steps will be taken fo acquire forth- 
with such property as’ is most urgently 
needed for the scheduled road lines in tho 
new districts. The amount named in the 
present resolution is Tis. 100,000, which 
is something under half the estimated 
cost, at present values, of all the road 
lines considered necessary. The Council 
hhas obtained, with the assistance of the 
Consular Body, from the Taotai, a pro- 
clamation by virtue of which it is possible 
to acquire, in the undeveloped and out- 
lying portions of the Western District, 
land at fixed rates not exceeding Tis. 100 
pet mow, and certain roads have already 

cen acquired and marked out with bound- 
ary stones, under these conditions. Tho 
Council recognises that the financial bur- 
den for providing these facilities for the 
future should not. rest, entirely upon the 
tas-payers of to-day, also that it is better 
for financial reasons to spread the work 
over two or three years. The roads with 
which it is proposed first to deal are the 
main Iines in the Western District, but the 
incoming Council will endeavour to obtain 
similar facilities for the acquisition of land 
in the outlying parts of the Eastern and 
Northern Districts. It ix not proposed to 
o more in the first instance than to pur- 
chase the necessary land and to mark it 
out with boundary stones, obtaining gen- 
eral and collective title deeds for all com- 
pleted road lines, and leaving the making- 
up of such thoroughfares to be dealt wit

40,000, herein ask- 
ed for, has already been given to the Coun- 
cil by the ratepayers, but inasmuch as it | 
was hot exercised within reasonable time | 
after the passing of the Resolution in 
1808, the Council thinks it well to bring 
the matter fo your notice again and to ask 
for renewed authority to expend that sum 
on further additions to the plant of the 
electric light works. The recommenda- 
tions of the Works Committee on this sub- 
ject as recently subfitted to and approv- 
ed by the Council, are to the effect that 
the immediate improvement of the arc 
plant and the extension of incandescent 
lighting are desirable in the interests of 
the public and of the Municipality. The 
general scheme submitted by the Electri- 
cal Engineer involves work to be carried 
out over a period of four years at a total 
cost of about £21,000, but for the present 
the Council considers’ that only such im- 
provements and additions should be taken 
in hand as can be carried out with funds 
i ailable; that is to say, 
ated profits for the pre- 
sent year's work added to the sum of Tis. 
40,000 recommended and authorised, but 
not spent, three years ago. It has’ fur- 
ther been decided by the Council that the 
proposed purchases of plant, ete., as re- 
commended by the Electrical Engincer, 
shall be made only when the specifications 
and plans have been submitted to the 
opinion of a first-class consulting engineer 
in London, tenders to be called for after 

ideration of that opinion. The Works 
tee recognises the fact that under 
the present management and during the 
past’ year the working of — the 
Department has produced beneficial 
restits and that its position — justi- 
fies this further capital expenditure 
with a view especially towards improving 
our strect lighting. The specification, etc., 
are now in course .of preparation and 
should this meeting Fe-confirm the author- 
ity given in 1898. the incoming Council 
will immediately hare the work proceeded 
with under these conditions. It is the 
opinion of the Works Committee, which 
is confirmed by the Council as a whole, 

that the present conditions point to a 
day not far distant when the Electrical 
Department will become a credit to 
the community and a source of profit to 
the "Municipality, but in order, that these 
hopes may be realised it is obviously ne- 
cessary that so long as the Department re- 
mains under sfunicipal control the recom- 
mendations of the Engineér for placing 
its plant upon a proper footing should be 
carried out. The present year has seen 
‘once more the limit reached for incandes- 
cent lighting with the existing power. 
Those.of you who take an interest in the 
technical questions involved will find them 
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port which is in your hands. The main 
feature of the proposals now before you 
will be that the old open type of are lamps 
will be replaced by alternate current en- 
closed lamps to be worked from the samo 
machines as those supplying energy to the 
incandescent system.

before the meeting it may bo 
well to remind Matepayers present 
that under the Resolution ~ which 
was passed at the special 1aeet- 


ing of October last, the Council was re- 
quested to cxamine and consider such ten- 
ders as might be submitted before the date 
of this mecting, and moreover the Council 
was authorised to accept any of the said 
offers and to settle the terms on which 
tramways may be constructed and worked 
in the Settlement, always providing that 
the Council should not construct or work 
such tramways as a Municipal undertaking 
nor pledge the community to take over 
any scheme or to make any payment to the 
promoters or owners without receiving 
special permission from the Ratepayers. 
Serictly’ speaking, the present. Council 
should’ already have examined tramway 
tenders and should have made a decision 
by selecting one of those, if any acceptable 
offers had been submitted, but it became 
evident to the Council at the close of last 
year, as no doubt was apparent to many 
Ratepayers before that date, that the Re- 
solution which I have quoted was not such 
as could reasonably be carried into effect 
as it stood with due regard to the interests 
of the community. It was realised that 
the minds of many tenderers and syndi- 
cates in Europe and America there may 
exist a feeling of uncasiness as to the treat 
ment which they might expect to reccivo 
after going to the trouble of making out 
expensive and laborious specifications, a 
state of mind due partly to the somewhat 
unsatisfactory issue of the proceedings at 
tho special meeting in October last and 
partly to the fact that the community it- 
self is supposed by these Coiapanies and 
individuals to have changed its mind on 
the subject of tramways in 1899. Under 
these conditions the Council considers it 
necessary to obtain from this meeting a 
confirmation of the Council’s action in 
postponing the date for receipt of tenders 
to the 30th June nest. That action has 
been definitely taken, in the public 
interests and the change has been 
communicated by local agents and 
others to many persons concerned. 
The Council trusts therefore that 
its action will be upheld and that 
the incoming Council will be authorised 
to examine and consider such tenders as 
may be submitted up to the 30th June. 
In the second place, the Council would bo 
glad if this meeting, in confirming the 
original Resolution as passed in October 
last, shall make it to be clearly understood 
by the public in general and by tenderers 
that the Council is entrusted with full 
power to make choice between the various 
tenders submitted, to accept that which 
shall appear to the Council, or to a major- 
ity of its members, the most favourablo 
and generally satisfactory, and to grant a 
concession to thie Company or Syndicate 
submitting such offer for constructing and 
working tramways in the Settlement. 
This authority has already been given in 
reference to tenders to be submitted up 
to the 7th March. The Council. elected to 
carry out tho instructions of the 
Ratepayers, regards the —_question 
in that ‘light only, whatever the 
individual views of the members 
of the Council may be. and it is there- 
fore necessary that there should be no un- 
certainly as fo the attitude and future ac- 
tion of the incoming Council on this mat- 
ter. It would be a matter of extreme re- 
gret, and calculated to damage this com- 
minity in the eyes of the commercial and 
industrial world, if any further change 
should be made by the Ratepavers in their 
attitude as expressed in the Resolution of 
October last ; at the same time the Council 
feels that is only right and proper, having 
in view the fact that the Council has been 







































unable to carry out those instructions with 
literal regard to their wording, that the 
matter should be placed before you again 
to-day and that, by passing the present 
Resolution, it may be settled once and for 
all.

That to Resolution TX should be added 
the following words: “ But that the incoming 
Council should forthwith consider the pro- 
posals put before the Meeting on behalf of 
the Motor Car Company, and if they 
decide in favour of motors, shall grant 
to the said Company, on such conditions as 
to the Council shall seem proper, for three 
years from the 30th September next, 
a license for the sole right of running 
motor omnibuses for hire and further 
extend the time within which tenders for 
the construction and working of tramways 
may be sent in till the expiration of the 
license granted. The proposals of the 
Motor Car Company to be put before 
the Couneil in writing within three days 
from this date.” 

T would like to explain the reasons wh; 
my seconder and I felt obliged to bring this 
matter before you as an amendment to the 
Resolution. ‘The ratepayers gave to the 
Cotincil a certain mandate on the Sth Octo- 
ber atid the Council has found the time 
insuflicient to carry out its instruc- 
tions. ‘They felt, very properly, that 
they ought to have the time extended, 
and they also thought they ought to 
come here and ask you to ratify their 
action, and that was the right thing to do. 
Now, what they do by this Resolution is to 
ask you to ratify their action; and if my 
seconder and I had decided to propose 9 
separate Resolution, that Resolution would 
have come after No. LX had been voted on. 
Obviously we do not want to have motor- 
cars and tramways together, and as we have 
to make a choice I say the motor-carscheme 
is the better of the two. What we ask you 
to say is. that you are content that 
the Council should examine the proposals 
of the Motor Car Company and accept or 
reject them as they think proper. ‘That is 
the reason for proposing un amendment 
instead of a substantive motion. As regards 
tramways, I may say that I have been 
against tramways all along, and I think 
shail always be against tramways, and if my 
mind is not altered with regard to them, I 
shall do everything in my power to prevent 
their introduction into these Settlements, 
because I think it would not only be-a mis- 
take but a positive disaster. I understand 
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that a large number of residents desire some 
quicker, more convenient and comfortable 
theans of conveyance from one part of the 
Se'tlement to the other than we have at 
present, and while Tam quite satisfied that, 
with the extension of the Settlements and | 
the opening up of new roads, it is not un 
reasonable that the ratepayers should desire 
achange in the exis ing means of convey: 
‘ance, [donot think that tramways will ever 
be satisfactory. In meeting the require- 
ments of the ratepayers I earnestly hope 
that I shall be able to convince you that 
instead of tramways it will be better for the | 
Council to grant the motor liceuse that is 
asked for by the Motor Car Company. 
shall accept the position that something has 
to be done; and if something hax to be 
done, let us try to do what I hope I shall 
De able to show you is the best thing to do. 
You have given to the Council authority to 
come before you and say : We have’ ac- 
cepted this scheme of tramways,” and if you 
ratify this scheme of tramways now they 
say “we have accepted the scheme,” and 
residents will have nothing more to say in 
the matter. It is perfectly right and proper 
we should give that power to the Council ; 
Dut all you will do, if you vote for this 
amendment, is to say that the Council 
should examine, and if found suitable. 
give us the sole license to ran these ears 
for public hire for three years. I am 
prepared to say, on bebalf “of the Motor 
Car Company, that if the Council give us 
the license we will agree to all the safe 
garding conditions that have been put in 
the papers that have been issued with regard 
to tramways. In the speech that Mr. 
Hewett made at the meeting some time ago 
he laid great emphasis on the necesity of 
having all those safeguards. He said the 
ratepayers would remember that a highly 
advantageous scheme had been put before 
them two years before and rejected. That 
scheme included a complete ‘acceptance of| 
the Council's safeguarding conditions, and 
yetit was rejected. Now, we are prepared to 
necept all those conditions ; ane L hope if 
T omitted to say apything that T ought 
to have said, ‘that you will remember 
that the words in which we have asked 
for this license are, that it shall only 
be granted to us on such conditions 
to the Council shall seem proper. Another 
important factor in the matter was, as Mr. 
Hewett pointed out, the pecuniary’ factor. 
He said, and T have no reason to doubt it, 
that the cost of the tramways was very great 
indeed, and it was doubtful whether they 
would pay in the end or not pay. ‘That is 
still doubtful. We do not yet know whether 
tramways would pay, or even whether 
miotor-cars will pay or not pay; but there is 
no doubt that the motor-cars will not cost 
more than a third of the cost of tramway 

































































and therefore, if it is necessary that 
we should introduce any new factor 
into our Municipal life, is best to get 


the thing that is most’ likely to pay, and 
of theee two schemes, if the initial cost of 
‘one is only to be a quarter that of the other, 
T think the cheaper scheme, the motorcar 
scheme, is the most likely to succeed finan- 
cially, which is an important consideration 
for you to remember. There is another 
question, and that is, if you read the papers 
and observe what is going on around you, 
you will see that the motor-ear has made 
smense advances at home. T myself have 
had the good fortune to be in places where 
they are numerous and good, and people 
enjoy them so much that when they have 
one they are not content, if they can afford 
it, until they order another and gnother; 
and although there may still be some preju- 
dice against them, there can be not doubt 
that the motorcar has come, like the 
bieycle, to stay. They are good, economical 
and useful. Ifyou graut us this license we 
will agree that'if we cannot comply with 
the conditions which you may impose 
upon us, the license will be withdrawn. 
And should such a result arise, what 
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a godown or on board 
streets are undamaged. And what happens 
in the case of tramways? They are at, hest 
a nuisance in the streets and to the shops, 
and afterwards, if they have not been 
successful, they leave the streets cut up by 
I think the rail question is a very 
serious one. Then comes the question ot 
overhead wires, for I imagine that if any 
tramway system is adopted it will be an 
overhead troller system. T see Mr. Mor- 
rison said at the last meeting that the 
cost of an underground system would be 
£20,000 a mile, which is a sum which no 
company operating in Shanghai could find. 
to local con- 
ditions, it is true that at night the streets 
fare not very greatly crowded by Chinese, 
but in the day-lime they are densely crowded 
and these live, overhead wires would be 
a grave source of danger, and if we adopted 
the trolley system we should be adopting 
the one that carries with it the maximum of 
danger. Another point in favour of the 
Motor Car Company is that we ask for no 
concession whatever. We ask nothing but 
the use of the streets for three years in 
which to prove what we can do.

THE NEW TARIFF 
PROPOSALS. 
‘To the Elitor of the 
“Norta-Cutva Datry News.” 






Sin,—Sinco it must be evident that 
HLB.3L.’s Commercial Attaché is precluded 
by his position from entering upon a dis- 
cussion in the Press, and since the absence 


of any reply to Mr. Little’s ‘open letter” 
in your issue of to-day might be open to 
misconstruction, I would ask you to allow 
me to answer, to the best of my ability, 
Mr. Little's questions. 

Before proceeding to do s0, however, it 
seems only right and fair to point out that 
in publicly addressing Mr. Jamieson in 
his official capacity, Mr. Little has over- 
looked (unintentionally, no doubt) a point 
which Mr. Jamieson was most careful to 
omphasise jat the China Association 
meeting of Monday last, “viz, that 
the views which he expressed on that 
foeeasion were in no. senso official and 
that, if he made Sir James Mackay's 
opinion his own, he did so emphatically as 
2 private individual. Whether, in 
face of this oxplicit: statement, Mr. Little 
is justified in his ‘open letter” T must 
lev to that gentleman to decide. Tu 
your readers I leave a more intricate point, 
Fiz., in what manner © satisfactory aurwers 
to these (Mr. Little's) questions Will have 
the most beneficial effect upon British 
trade.” 

Following the lines of the “open 
letter,” I would first deal with what Mr. 
Little calls his “statement of the present 
position.” In the first parapraph of that 
Statement he observes in effect that the 
British Government has during 44 years 

rovided no effective safeguard against 
Totishui and other taxes levied at will by 
the Chinese authorities on goods which 
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have commuted their transit dues by a 
payment of 24 per cent. 

It must be, and has often been, admitted 
that a number of causes resulted, for a 
peried of some 35 years following the 
ratification of the Treaty of Tientsin, in 
a practical suapension of our Treaty privi 
leges in the matter of the Transit trade over 
‘a large consuming area of China. I think 
that it has also been sufficiently admitted 
that the chief of these causes was at first 
indecision and, thereafter, by lapse of time 
and opportunity, bond fide inability on the 
part of the British Government to place on 
‘Art. 38 of the Treaty the interpretation 
which had been widely claimed as the 
original intention of the High Commission- 
ers. That the British Government, under 
the Clarendon administration, neglected 
the interests of British traders.in China 
(and elsewhere) is matter of common know- 
ledge ; also that, since those days, the F.O. 
and certain British representatives at 
Peking have failed to display much zeal in 
matters commercial, is beyond dispute. 
But after all, it is only of quite recent years 
that, with international competition and 
world struggle for markets, it has been 
brought home to the legislature and manu- 
facturers of Great Britain, that the China 
trade (a small part, be it noted, of British 
interesta) isa matter of grave national im- 
portance, not so much for its exist 
‘Yolumo as in viow of its tremendous possi- 
bilities. ‘Those possibilities the British 
Government appears to realise at last, 
and Sir James Mackay’s mission affords 
the most welcome proof of the fact. It is 
therefore the more remakable, and not a 
little pathetic, that its first serious effort 
to deal with ‘the questions at issue in the 
manner which all authorities on the ques- 
tion have united ito commend, should he 
met at the outset by the opposition of 
British merchants. 

I would remind Mr. Little, however, 
that some activity and some good int 
tions have been shown by the British Go- 
yernment of recent years, in fact. since the 
formation of the so-called China party in 
the House, and some lost ground has been 
recovered in tho matter of our rights under 
the Tientsin Treaty. It was at the end of 
the period of 35 years to which reference 
has been made above, that, as the result of 
strong action by Sir Claude Macdonald, 
carried out by Consular officials at Canton 
and elsowhere, existing restrictions were 
removed -and, as Mr. Little has ad- 
mitted, transit passes are now practically 
respected all over the Empire. 

‘The point for which H. M. Government, 
through its local representatives, contend: 
ed, was that the 24 per cent duty freed 
goods in transit from all taxes en route and 
from all dues on arrival at their destination, 
except those which wore equally levied 
on similar goods, which had wot availed 
themselves of transit pas 
carrying this (an interpretation of the 
Treaty which commended itself, I believe, 
to tho Board of Trade) they were success: 
ful, and I feel certain that Mr. Little 
cannot cite a case in which H. M.'s 
Government has since failed to. safe- 
guard the rights of British subjects 
within this limitation, Mr. Little proceeds 
to say (2) that the Japanese Treaty of Com- 
merce and Navigation, dated Pekiny, July 
2ist, 1896, explicitly guarantees to mer 
chants the absolute freelom of their goods 
—having paid the transit dues’ commuta- 
tion—from all and every kind of inland 
taxation whatsoever. 

He has omitted to take sufficient note of 
the fact that Arts. X. and XI. of that con- 
vention, refer to goods, while beiny trans- 
ported, and goods being conveyed to an 
inland market. If his interpretation of 
the clauses in question were that of the 
Japanese Government, it may safely be 
presumed that representations would long 
sine have been made in that sense by that 
Government, but so far as I am avaro, 
no such representation has been made, 
































































‘Turning now to Mr. Little's two ques- 
tions = 

(D. Thave shown that of recent years 
H.B.M.’s Government has insisted on the 
observance by China of the Transit Pass 
stipulations of the Tientsin Treaty. The 
original intention of Lord Elgin had in the 
interval been allowed to lapse and in the 
matter of Likin and other forms of inland 
taxation the {Chinese Government had ac- 
quired, by usage and lapse of time, cer- 
in generally recognised rights, which no 
single Power could hope successfully to 
resist. It must always be borne in 
mind that Great Britain at Peking is on'y 
one of eloven Powers and that the amount 
of political pressure which can be brought 
to bear under the conditions existing is 
limited by that fact. In answer to Mr. 
Little's definite question -I_ would say :— 
No pledge which is dependent for its ful- 
filment upon the good faith of the Chinese 
Government can be regarded by persons of 
ordinary intelligence as definite or satis- 
factory. Nw assurane-s given by that Go- 
vernmient to us or to other Powers can 
ever constitute “safeguards” for the pro- 
tection of our trade in any sense of the 
teem. It is precisely for this reason that 
under the new Treaty it is proposed that 
Likintshall be entirely abolished and it is 
believed that, if the Treaty is concluded, 
it will be entirely abolished because, 

Firstly, it will be to China's interest, i 
to the interest of the Central Government 
to observe the spirit and letter of the 
‘Treaty, as has been shown in the working 
of the Hongkong Opium Convention ; and, 
Secondly, the repudiation of the ‘Treaty, 
in the event of its being evaded either in 
the spirit or the letter, will not be » 
matter for negotiation or diplomatic re- 
presentations to the Chinese Government, 
Eat will simply involve notification by the 
British Government to China that, from 
such and such # date, British merchants 
will be required to pay duties only on the 
pre-existing 5 per cent basis. 

In cases of infractions or evasions of the 
Treaty of Tiontsin, as every impurtial 
observer must admit, we have suffered not 
4 much from unwillingness on the part 
of the British Government to redress 
traders’ grievances as from actual inability 
to do so at Peking with any of the existing 
diplomatic machinery, shert of a threat of 
war. Time and Chinese diplomacy have 
worn out many a yood cause. In the 
statesmanlike proposals which Sir James 
Mackay has submitted to the Chinese 
Commissioners, he makes it the interest 
of the Central Government to keep faith 
with us in future, but redress for bad ; 
faith will be in our own hands anil not in | 
Chin: Therein lies the ‘further andj 
































ties)which shall be a lasting monument to 
his country's good name for foresight, and 
fair-dealing. It is evident that there are 
involved fin this matter, wide and. far- 
reaching questions of political and com. 
mercial economy, of finance, and the 
claims of that which we Westerns call 
civilisation; questions which do not yet 
appear to have met with auficient atten. 
tion, being subordinated to the more im- 
mediate issue of increased import duties, 
The prosperity of the foreign merchant of 
to-day and of the future is too intimately 
bound up with the material prosperity of 
China, with the state of her. finatces 








and export trade, for us t» be justi- 
fied in looking’ at the new Treaty 
from the importer's point of view 


alone; but even for the latter, in the 
opinion of those who have been re- 
cognised as authorities on the subject, the 
proposed Treaty holds out hopes of im- 
mediate advantage fur outweighing any 
inconvenience or risk in the 7 1/2 per cont 
increase of the import duties. Our Gover- 
men’, while protecting to the utmost the 
legitimate vested interests of merchants, 
is bound to look forward and to make 
such a treaty as will secure for China and 
for ourselves the best peospects of real pro- 
cess and prosperity. Tn the total aboli- 
of the harrier system, lies the only 
way to freedom and expansion of our tride, 
and of that of the Chinesg, on which our 
own depends. Shall it he said in the days 
to come that the * open door” throughout 
China was rejected, without « trial, by 
British merchants?

Su. The latter, therefore, taking a large 
force of his own men with him, tried not 
Jong ago to take over the command of his 
new troops. ‘To his chagrin, the Kuanysi 
men flouted his authority and threatened 
to annihilate their new Commander-in-chick 
and hismen if they tried to enter the camps. 
Indeed, in some camps when Marshal Su’s 
Colonels, whom he hal appointed to take 
command in phice of the Kuangsi troops’ 
own Colonels, attempted to enter them, 
the occupants greeted the newcomers 
with volleys of stones firstand with bullets 
afterwards, when the latter tried 10 force 
their way in, headed by Marshal Su’s 
great Banner.

Dr. Edkins gi the following 
explanation of the _ picture:—“ The 
island to which the “Emperor tem- 


porarily retired in weakened health is 
represented in this photograph. Tuan 
Wang, supported by Kang Yi, issued falso 
decrees in that year, which were after- 
wards cancelled by the Empress-Dowager. 
‘The Emperor's power was taken from him 
for the time by Tuan Wang, and he was 
kept in the island in retirement on the 
ground that he was in poor health, which 
was true so far. The Emperor hes always 
shown the greatest respect to the Em- 
press Dowager. He stayed in the island 
about a year and a half. The lake repre- 
sented is a mile and a half long, and 
‘on the west side of the Palace wall and 
Prospect Hill. The island is in the south 

art of the lake. The trees and buildings 
in the photograph are at the south end of 
the lake. The Empress's summer resi- 
dence, since burned down, was a few mi- 
nutes’ walk from the island on the north- 
esate Af 

Speaking of the action of those ladies 
who accepted the invitation of the Em- 
press-Dowager, the Editor remarks: “Tho 
Empress-Dowager bas been permitted by 
the Powers to return in peace and in full 
possession of her power. It would havo 
cost more than the nations were prepared 
to undertake to depose her, or prevent her 
from again being not only the power be- 
hind but on the throne. Matters being as 
they are, the Jadies could not well’ do 
otherwise than accept. We can only hope 
that. good may como from it all.” In which 
hope we may all fervently join, no matter 
what view we may hold as to tho wisdom 
or otherwise of the ladies who accepted 
the invitation of the Empress-Dowager. 

Referring to the Anglo-Japan Treaty 
the view taken is that the political atmo- 
sphere seems wonderfully clarified there- 
by. and the outlook is more hopeful for 
China than ever.

The Conference Commentary on the Psalns.

We gladly welcome another helpful 
work from the prolific pen of this honoured 
worker among the Chinese. Every mis- 
sionary, almost without exception, must 
have been helped in the ditticult work he 
has undertaken, by the numerous Com- 
mentaries, etc., from the gifted pen of the 
veteran nary. The younger genera~ 
tion of missionaries are specially indebted 
to him for the valuable aid given to them 
in their initial efforts to preach the Gospel 
among the Chinese. ‘The work before us is 
fully equal to its predecessors ; indeed, it 
may bo regarded, perhaps, as the 
host of them all, and the one calc 
Inted to be the most useftl to native 
preachers and evangelists. If it ,be 
true, as alleged, that, save "in 
tho 'Angelican commu: the native 
Church knows little of the Psalms, this 
hook, it may be assumed, will do a great 
deal to roll away the reproach, and_to 
bring about a better stato of things.

It is 
reported that the water ix now so low in 
these streams that small yrain-boats can- 
not ply along them, and yet the recom- 
mendations of last stunmér, which wero 
made in anticipation of this state of af 
fairs, are still neglected. Whatever money 
is collected should now he expended in 
deepening the beds of the creeks and rais- 
ing the banks by means of the soil taken 
up from the beds of the streams,—a 
very rich and productive soil.

On the one hand, observing present condi- 
tions, and on the other considering future 
methods, His one purpose is to fulfil the 
Imperial command, to be upright in aim 
and effective in the training of talent, and 
so comply with the high purpose of the 
Throne to advance learning and to culti- 
vate talent. But the past management 
of the Tniversity has been only in the 
rough, without. any definiteness in the 
original plan. Moreover, at that time Pro- 
vincial colleges had not’ been established : 
the Imperial University, though establish- 
ed, had only the general outline of a 
system, and in many things was devoid of 
thoroughness. Now that the Throne is 
urging forward reform, every department 
subject to revision, it is incumbent to 
mako the plan of the University definite 
and thorough, the rules comprehensive, 
not merely of vital relation to learning 
and the heart of man, — but 
open to the inspection of all 
the countries and — continents of 
the world. It is here that one learns to 
distinguish between order and confusion, 
prosperity and decline, strength and weak- 
ness; from thence men’s talents issue, 
and clearness of vision is related thereto. 

Now that the re-establishment of the 
University is under consideration, it is 
really necessary to organise and success- 
fully execute, if results are to be attain- 
cd.” Results ‘must come from something 
more than mere following the old arrange- 
ment, attentive only to the outside ap- 
pearance. 

‘Alas, the Memorialist realises that he is 
without learning, poorly acquainted with 
affairs. But at this time when the coun- 
try seeks good rule, it is the very time 
that the Memorialist is ready to devote 
his life, even to death. He dares not rest 
in slight endeavours, or in the least de- 
gree of empty display. Verily he under- 
stands the methods of ancient times, of 
Yao and Shun, for peace and govern- 
ment, and he has personally observed the 
basis of the prosperity of Japan and the 
various countries of Europe and America. 
OF this there are proofs, and it is not all 
‘empty vapourings. If China to-day plans 
to save herself from catastrophes and to 
secure perpetuity, there is no way out- 
side of this (i.e. true education). To sit 
at ease in methods of the past is not the 
way to get results. The Memorialist hi 
self needs not to be considered ; it is 0 
to be feared that the Throne will be sin- 
ned against and the hopes of the people 
slighted ; receiving the contempt of out- 
siders and injuring the standing of the 
country.

First, it is necessary to determine be- 
forehand the methods to be observed in 
the management. An examination of 
schools in foreign lands shows in the main 
that young children, after studying in a 
primary school, enter an elementary or 
grammar school, from which, after three 
Years, they pass into the intermediate or 
high school, where, likewise, they study 
three years and are then promoted to the 
highest grade school or college, where 
they study for three years and finally en- 
ter the university." According to the 
Chinese system the elementary school is 
the district or county school, the inter- 
mediate school is the prefectural school, 
and the college is the provincial college. 
Up to the present, notwithstanding the 





enter a university; it is unknown when 
the provincial schoools will be started, 
when one system can be formed, and when 
the pupils can pass from one course to an 
other. . 

As a provisional measure, it is proposed, 
not for the present to establish special 
departments, but to establish first of all

. The need of talents by the Government 
is extremely great; the uverati who seek 
learning are very attentive.

It is 
necessary to ask that besides the propara- 
tory department there be established the 
quick method department, to be divided 
into two classes.

Thus, ‘' - students for the preparatory 
department should be chosen from those 
young in years, with ability to learn and 
capable of being trained in accordance 
with the regular curriculum. The stu- 
dents for the quick method department 
should be those wio are capable of change, 
with determination and courage, and ca 
pable. of ng instruction that will 
ae < about a transformation. 

This is the general outline—to tempor- 
arily delay in establishing the Imperial 
Tniversity with special departments, and 
first carry out the preparatory depart- 
ment and the quick method department. 
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Tho regulations of the University will 
be hereafter determined, in accordance 
with the highest branches, and preser‘st 
to the Throne for sanction, aul 20 on 
scme future day make ready the regular 
course. Now a memorial is presented for 
the Imperial sanction of the regulations 
relating to the preparatory department 
of the provincial colleges, along with the 
quick method department, and also re- 
lating to the three greatest schools of all 
the provinces, namely the college, tho 
intermediate school and the elementary 
school. 

Though the regular course and spe- 
cial department must delay for a few 
years, it is well to make some arrange- 
ment for examination. Hence, after carry- 
ing out the plan and regulations herewith 
presented, it is proposed that the Me- 
morialist carefully choose capable, upri 
deputies to go abroad to Europe, America, 
and Japan, to examine the regulations 
which now prevail, and what books should 
be used; and to inquire into the kind of 
buildings to be built for chemistry and 
clectricity, the dark-room for the study of 
light, and ‘the hospital for the use of medi- 
cal students, Every special department 
should have a special building, and it is 
necessary to prepare all the drawings aud 
designs by investigations in all lands. 

In the schools in China the Western in- 
structors invited have heretofore been 
those near to hand, of long residence in 
China, either priests (missionaries) who 
have eome to China to preach, or dismis- 
sed officials taken from the Customs ser- 
viee. ‘These teachers have not been spe- 
cialists, and it is hard to get results. More- 
over Western learning every few years 
witnesses a change. New talents change 
from year to year and month to month. 

Hereafter those invited will bo teach 
ers from special departments. Unless 
they are examined in the board of educa- 
tion and the college of their respective 
countries, it will be impossible to distin- 
guish between tho excellent and the use- 
ess. ‘To appoint deputies to make inves- 
ion is by no means a small matter. 
It is reported that at the prosent time 
men have been deputed from Hupeh to 
first visit Japan. At the proper time, 
when the Memorialist selects tho men, it 
is his intention to memorialise that this 
thing may be carried out. 

IL. Secondly, it is necessary to add to 
the class-rooms. The present University 
at the outset made use of temporary 
quarters, but it .was the purpose 
to select a site “for the erection 
of suitable buildings, around which 
there would bo vacant land for the 
rection of the special schools of mechan- 
ies, medicine, and other sciences. Now 
we ask that this idea may be carried out, 
and that hereafter land may be secured 
for erecting new buildings, capable of the 
largest needs, and in a creditable style. 
For the time being the thing to do is to 
hasten on tho reorganisation, repair the 
buildings on the old foundation, and add 
on the adjoining land. Tho Memorialist 
has personally inspected the premises. The 
wall around the University is only about 
600 feet, from north to south, and 700 
foot from cast to west. In the centre there 
are. buildings just enough for a lecture- 
hall, and the use of tho professors, proc- 
tors and attendants. m the west and 
north there are rooms less than one 
hundred chien, which without great ex- 
tension would he far from sufficient for ac- 
commodation. On the east, west, and south 
sides, addition can be made of several 
hundred feet, the buildings thereon being 
‘old and dilapidated. A just price for the 
purchase would not be heavy. This new 
fection should be applied to the needs of 
elass-rooms. 

‘The University has been established 
about two years. The students have never 
equalled the fixed number There has been 
meanness and retrenchment. Foreigners 
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who have gone to take observation have | 
ridiculed it as a small boys’ school. This 
has very great bearings on the honour of 
the country. The Throne in advancing 
learning and cultivating the talents has ; 
to all these things an important relation-! 
ship. The Memorialist does not dare to 
stand aloof from trouble, and thus cause 
China to have no issue to her reforms, and |

ought to be established in conjunction 
with the University. The official book de- | 
pot, in affiliation at present with | 
the’ University, has been started 
for a long time, and has mado | 
translations of different books and | 
foreign papers and periodicals. The Nan- | 
yang College at Shanghai and the new | 
College at. Nanking have sooner or later 
established a translation bureau. Ths j 
matter is certainly related to the wore of 











schools. The intention is to 
tum the official, book _depat | 
into a translation bureau. If one | 


seeks to know the history, government 
and such like questions of China, | 
he will be unable to make investigations 
without a library. If he wishes to know | 
the government, investigations, com- 
merce, etc., of Western countries, he will | 
be unable fo have any opinion without a; 
translation bureau. If it is desired to pur- | 
chase from time to time Western books 
and print translations, it is necessary to 
establish a branch at Shanghai, as public | 
fashion would thereby be more open to 
change, and the management would be | 
more convenient. In addition the transla- 
tion of Japanese books is economical and 
productive of quick results. In Shanghai 
books and translation ability can be moro 
easily found ; the expense is less, and the 
results quick; paper and workmen aro 
cheaper there than in Peking. It is there- | 
fore proposed to translate and print in 
Shanghai books from Japan, and so savo 
expense. i 

‘Tho translation of books has been going 
on for nearly thirty years, but the termin- | 
ology of Western branehes is variable, 
with different Chinese sounds and charac- | 
tors. It is, therefore, proposed to havo in | 
the Peking translation oureau one rule | 
as to terms, to be binding on all the pro- 
vinces, and so prevent confusion in the 
translations made in any part of China. 

The translation bureau must not only 
farnish the translation of books, but the 
preparation of various books. In Wester 
countries, in every grade of schools, the 
books used are under government control, 
with a fixed gradation. If in our schools 
there is to be learned Western political | 
science and other sciences, it is necessary 
to prepare for use the translation of such | 
Iescon books for the class-room. i 

But, in this matter, there is sometimes | 
lack of accord with Chinese customs, | 
while questions of religion are involved. 
It is necessary to expunge and revis 
finding a happy medium between what is | 
added to and what is taken away, and 
thus attain to the highest good. 














The Classics are books which every one 
ought to siudy. A regular course therein 
must be followed. Also, the literature 
prepared by the scholars of the past is as 
¥ast as the sea. A collection of books to 
study, with account of authors in tho 
proper gradation, must be made, for tho 
convenient research of the student, In 
this way the student can advance in his 
knowledge, but without this collection of 
proper books for the class-room, ‘his will 
be impossible. 

At present the schools in all parts of 
China are waiting for the Government to 
fix the compilation. The Nanyang Col- 
lege at Shanghai, and the new schools at 
Nanking and Wuchang, have themselves 











made ‘such a compilation for study, 
but more as something that 
could not _be helped. The Me- 


morialist considering that the Government. 
in its educational reform depends on one 
general principle of right in order to 
Teach agreoment of custom, fears indeed 
that to teach one’s self and’ to learn from 
one’s self, will be a poor method to attain 
a state of bewilderment. ‘Therefore we 
ask that the memorialist be allowed to

crder and gradation it 18 desired that they 
be sent to all the schools of every province 
so that the students may go th 
path to learning end reach the 
sults with the least labour.

IV, Fourthly, books and apparatus must 
be widely purchased. Last year the Uni- 
verity buildings were most disgracefully 
injure? and the books and apparatus 
totally destroyed, first by local plun- 

-rers and then by foreign soldiers. ‘Tho 
Memorialist has the idea that the Uni- 
versity branches aro included within two 
courses, one in political science, and the 
other in general science. Research is 
needed for the former and experimenting 
for the latter. Books and apparatus are 
to the class-room what seed is to the 
rmer and cash to the merchant, the 
more the better. Not only must. there be 
a resupply of what was on hand before, 
but there must be many new purchases, 
and so be sufficient for the investigation of 
true learning, and tho attainment of true 
ability. 

OF late in the Southern provinces, as 
Nanking, Soochow, Hangchow, Hankow, 
Yangchow, Canton, Kiangsi,’ and Hu- 
nan, there have been official book depats, 
with very raany books. It is requested that

the Memorialist be permitted to make out 
a list of books to be purchased, whether 
from old books of the people, new books of 
tho times, or Western books, translated 
or not.

To make such purchases, the men must 
be found and the price must be ire.

| guard of cight Cossacks. 
| Tows jumped out at one of our many halts, | 
| and we got into conversation round a wood | 
fire. They were Russians, but one of them 
spoke English like a Britisher. He had | 
lived for some years in Shanghai. He and | 
his companion were in the employ of the | 
Russo-Chinese Bank, and were taking | 
| along something approaching a million 
roubles to open a branch of the bank at 
Hilar, in Mongolia: 

The line was too unsteady for night 
travelling, and so the train pulled up at : 
dusk, and remained stationary till morn- 
ing. Twas out in the open before day 
Tight to watch the break of day, just a 
leaden streak, then a gleam of silver. then 
a crimson fiuch, and then the sum, life a 
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worl -s had been blazing all 
with Cossacks lying around, or sitting 
chatting, or making ready the eternal tea. 

Once more we went on, and by nine 
o'clock we were at the station of Tsitsikar 
—a flourishing Chinese city, but twenty- 
five versts from the railway. So I saw 
nothing of it, We had a long wait, for 
what nobody knew, except that when my 
Russian banking friend and I went into 
a little inn where we might get some soup 
we found the engine-driver very drunk, 
and still drinking. In the aftegnoon he 
was willing to take the train “on, and 
though the driving was reckless, and we 
were banged and bumped till we were sore, 
the fates were kind, and we did not leate 
the metals. 

‘What I saw that evening will long re- 
main in memory. We were beyond sleet 
‘and Tain, and stindown came over the land 
majestically. Far off was a prairie firo; 
and the last rays of the stm, catching the 
yolumed smoke, illuminated it like a 
purple mantle, while the dreary drab 
grass was burnished into gold. The ground 
fas marshy with a hundred lakes dotted 
with islands. and broken by peninsulas, 
and millions of wild fowl cluttered over 
the water and screeched at our coming. 
So night fell. 

Suddenly, straight ahead, 
palace of a genii had been lit up, there 
Dlazed a hundred lights. Electric lamps! 
Yes, electric lamps; so that the Russians 
might see for the building of their great 
iron bridge over the Nuni River, which is 
really the parent of the Sungari. Tho train 
came to a standstill under the glare of 
those lamps, alongside other tracks laden 
with waggons and cars. Russian officials 
were moving about lanterns, and 
growing hoarse yelling orders-to hordes of 
Chinese coolies. The electric light gives 
a blue pale eerie lool to the huyan cou 
tenance in the streets of an English town 5 
but here, away in Middle Manchuria, the 
light pouring down on heavily-clad’ and 
top-booted Russians, and wild-featured, 
sheepskin-hatted Cossacks, and the lean, 
shining-faced Chinese, all’ screaming and 
with the glint of the electric light flashing 
to you from their slit eyes—well, it was a 
curious scene! 

Great wooden sheds reared at intervals 
across the river. These wore built about 
the foundations, already laid, and tho 
clang of iron smote the ear. For there are 
two thousand Russians and five thousand 
Chinese working night and day, seven 
days and seven nights in the week, press~ 
ing on with the building of that bridge. 
When I looked upon that spectacle of iron 
shafts being reared, heard the snort of 
steam cranes swinging cirders into place, 
and behéld how eversbody seemed. ani- 
mated with an almost demoniac haste, 1 
understood what the Russians can do when 
they are really determined. 

Alongside this rearing structure was a 
creaking ‘temporary wooden bridge laid 
with metals. No engine dare attempt to 
cross it, but it can hear two or three wag- 
gons at a time. Tho waggons of or train 
were tincoupled. Some fifty or sixty Chinese 
surrounded and started to push and sing. 
The singing was a low, melodions mono- 
tone, such as I have heard from the Yang- 
tze Boatmen in Western China. One man 
had the solo, and the rest was a rich 
chorus. When the wagcons yielded to the 
pushing. and ran casilv, the singing be- 
came more catchy, sprightly, and” the 
chorus was a series of short, gleeful barks 
at every step taken. T stood on an open 
platform while we went across, the huge,

Some time in the night we went on again, | 


but after an hour we stopped; then an- 
nother few versts on, and then stopped 
again, and then at a place called Bukarto 
we pulled up for what seemed tho better 
part of tho day. In thirty hours we had 
travelled eight miles. 

Some of the time I had as companion a 
fine, stalwart Russian officer of the fron- 
tier guard. Tho only word of English he 
Imnow was “Shocking!” That one word ho 
made do good service. The linc was “shock- 
ceng!” the condition of our waggon was 
“shocking;” the delay was “shock- 
cong.” Tgathered that ie learnt the word 
by the fact that English characters in Rus- 
sian novels most frequently uso it! 

Bukarto consisted of not moro than a 
dozen log-houses, spread over about ten 
acres of shingled hillside. Near at hand 
wora low hills with black Jnsacklos of rock 

rotruding. ty wind swept up from 
The Gobir and nade eyes acho with the 
sand. A caravan of dromedaries, maybe 
sixty of them, camo ont of the wilderness 
with slouching, swinging foot-pats, and 
disappeared away into’ the wilderness 
again. 

Round an elbow of hill was a Cossack en- 
campment, and as I was told the line was 
being remetalled some dozen miles on, and 
tho train might bo delayed two, three or 
four days, possibly a week, I went roam- 
ing the camp. Thore was none of tho smart- 
ness generally associated with military 
camps. Tho huts wero of wheezy boards. 
‘Thoro was no furniture excopt rude tables 
and rude stools. ‘The beds wero sheep- 
skins thrown on the floor. All the cook- 
ing was done over log fires, out of doors, 
and the food chiefly consisted of black 
bread and tea. ‘Tho Cossacks, rough and 
dark-featured, lounged round or squatted 
on tho ground cleaning their rifles. 

Strolling back a Cossacz came up to me 
and said something gruffly. I told him I 
didn’t understand what ho was talking 
about, and went on. Ho followed me to 
tho train. I jumped into tho waggon. 
‘Two other Cossacks came along, and the 
threo climbed in beside me. ‘They wanted 
mo to do something, but I couldn't make 
out a word they wero saying. Tho first 
soldior showed a disposition to throw my 
property out of tho waggon. ‘Then tho 

ritishor in me got uppermost, and T 
snatched my bag out of his grasp and told 
him to clear out. After a whilo he and 
his friends went. But in a quarter of an 
hour they came back, accompanied by an 
officer. Wo exchanged respectful saluta- 
tions, and speaking in German he said I 
Was not a Russian, and he wanted to know 
to what country I belonged. 

T told him I was @ Britisher, and 
nalist. hon he must ask me to secom- 
pany him to sce the colonel of the guard! 

I confess I had some misgivings. Here 
I was, checked at last, without any au- 
thority to yo through Manchuria, and 
Tiablo to uncomfortable treatment. ‘I had 
come so far without any trouble, and I 
felt chagrined. I was practically under 
arrest, for as I walked along with the 
officer the threo Cossacks fell in behind 
with bare bayonets. We marched toa 
raw-looking building, and T was left in 
custody of the sofliers while the officer 
went inside. I sat on a log with these 
grim Cossacks close hy, rei 
me down if I attempted escape. So I put 
the best face on it I could, lit my pipe, 
and smoked. In ten minutes the officer 
invited me to enter te building, which I 
did. It was a bare kid of room with ac- 
coutrements hanging on the w: 
oleograph of the Czar, and some official 
papers. The colonel of the zuard, a well- 
set iron-haired man, roso as I entered, 
and we exchanged bows. He was very 
polite, and said he was sorry to trouble 
me, but as I was a foreigner he must know 
what I was doing in Manchuria.

The complainant then gave his evidence 
in French, which was interpreted by a 
Fronch detective as follows :— On Thurs- 
day evening the complainant was dining at 
tho International Restaurant with some 
friends. On coming out of the Restaurant 
they got into rieshas and rode into the 
Boone Road. His riesha coolie asked him 
if ho would like to visit a Japanese woman. 
Ho asked his friends, and they said they 
were going home, so ho went on by himself. 
"Tho coolie took him along a read, then 
turned to the left and went with him along 
another wide road until they stopped at an 
open place, on ono sido of which was a 
pond. ‘The ricsha coolic told him to wait 
thero and then went away. Complainant 
looked round and could see some lights, 
but no houses. The coolie came back and 
said that it would cost him $4 and asked 
if complainant had any money. ‘Then the 
coolio went away again and returned with 
three other coolios. On nearing the com- 
plainant, tho coolie blew out his lamp and 
then the whole lot of them jumped upon 
tho complainant, knocking him down 
holding his hat over his face. They 
ed him on tho head, and afterwards went 
through his pockets, taking away all his 
money. The coolies must have been sleep- 
ing in a hut somewhere in the neighbour- 
hood. When t.. complainant came round, 
ho saw no-one there, so ho called for the 
Police. Ho walked down the road calling 
for tho Police, and eventuall« mot a 
nese constable, who took him .v cite Police 
Station. 

In reply to the Assessor, the complain- 
ant said that he was unconscious for a 
short time, and when he came round he 
saw the mon running away and just dis- 
appearing round the corner. 

Inspector Bourke stated that the pi 
soners admitted having robbed the com 
plainant, bub said that only three men 
were concerned. 

Detective-Sergeant Brown stated that 
the prisoners said they robbed the com- 
plainant on the Range Road, opposite Mr. 
Cameron's house, but the complainant: in- 
dicated a different place, namely, at the 
corner of the North Honan Road, near 
the Railway Station, some 800 yards fur- 
ther away. 

Inspector Bourke said that the com- 
plainant did not know the locality. Tho 
sha coolie's statement was he was 
joined on tho Range’ Road by two othe: 
men. Tho robbery must hare been con- 
cocted beforehand: similar cases had 
occurred before in that locality.

(on 25th ult.) repeated our application and 
‘an Ist inst. the Council replied that the 
mattor would “receive the attention of 
the incoming Council at the earliest pos- 
sible date, In the meanwhile a report on 
the question will he nrepared for the i 
formation of the Works Committee by the 
Municipal Engineer.” So we hope soon to 
do durselves justice and the public 
alo, by giving ‘a better light. I might 
just’ mention, ax a matter of economy, 
that, while the cost of lighting a part 
af the strects of the Settlements by 
Hectricity is stated in_ the Municipal 
Budget. to he about, Tis. 36,000, we could 
supply gas giving the same actual candle 
power at half this cost by the adoption 
of the latest forms of illumination that 
tight be deemed most suitable. You 
will find from the report that our 
manufacture of gas has reached 173,000.00 
cubic feet in the year (against 151,782,300 
last year) and at Chinese New Year our 
oxtpnt during the 24 hours was 892,100 
cubic fect—by far the biggest output wo 
have had—and it would have been a mil- 
Tion cubic fect had it not been a bright 
day. Those figures will show you that 
further demands_on our means. of pro- 
duction are looming and it is neces- 
aary to look ahead so as to be ready to 
moet them. We must soon extend 
our works, and in preparation thereof 
we have’ just secured a piece of 
land conveniently situated and which 
mizht not have been obtainable later on 
if we missed this opportunity. It will cost 
‘Ts. 76,000 and will come into this year’s 
account. There must be further impor- 
tant expenditure on mains and other 
works during this year and moro to follow 
almost immediately. ‘The extensions con- 
templated will include a considerable 
amount of work which undoubtedly must 
cone out of Revenue or Profit. anit Loss, 
and your Directors havo already begun to 
provide for this contingency by building 
up a substantial “Depreciation and Re- 
rowals” account; but, while using this, 
a» required, for its legitimate application, 
we shall have to enlarge our provision for 
Capital requirements before long to meet 
the needs of the rapidly growing business 
upon which we have to congratulate our- 
selves. I only mention this to-day so 
that you may know that we are carefully 
looking forward and are preparing for the 
expansion that is sorely coming.

The Directors now beg to submit to the 
Shareholders the Audited Accounts for the 
year ended 30th November, 1901. 

‘The balance at the creilit of Profit and 
aunt ig Tis. 6 and from this 
ve Directors’ and Auditor's 
fees to he deducted, leaving a debit balance 
of Tis. 156.68. 

The Directors, as no doubt do the 
Shareholders, regret the poor result of the 
year's working. The exceptiona'ly cool 
summer and the superabundance of Chinese 
ice were the principal causes of the falling 
off in the earnings of the Company. 

‘The Directors also regret that not only 
the «public generally, but even the Shi 
holders do not support the Company as 
much as they should do, this during the 
past year was they believe mainly due to 
the cheapness of native ice. 

All differences with the Municipal 
Council are now at an end. ‘The new 
2-ton plant_is being erected on the 
Company's Yangtazepoo property, and, 
should nothing unforeseen happen, will be 
in working order for the ensuing summer.
